What happened i ithe jirst goucrament after the alie- 
ration in the time of Captaine George ‘Piercie their 
Governour. 


Tue day before Captaine Sinith returned for Enelund 
with the ships, Captaine Dauis arrived in a small Pinace, 
vith some sixteene proper men more: To these were acid 


accompany trom Jumes towne, vnder the command of Captaine 


* fohn Sickelmore alias Ratliffe, to inhabit Point Comfort.— 
| Captaine Martin and Captaine Mest, hauing lost their boats 
and ueere halfe their men among the Saluages, were returned 
to James towne; tor the Saluages no sooner “ynder stood Sanith 
Was gone, but they al! reuolted, and did spoile and murther 


all they incountered. - Now wee were all constrained to liue 


onely on that Smth had onely for his owne Companie, 
for the rest had consumed their proportions, and now they 
had twentie Presidents with all their appurtenances: Master 
Piercie our new President, was so sicke i could neither 
goe nor stand. But ere all was consumed, Captaine Hest 
and Captaine Sickelmore, each with a small ship and thirtie 
or fortie men well appointed, sought abroad to trade. Sick- 
elmore vpon the confidence of Powhatan, with about thirtie 
others as carelesse as himselfe, were all slaine, oncly le/fery 
Shortridge escaped, and Pokahontes the Kings daughter

saued a boy called Henry Sprtnan, that lined many yeercs af- 
ter, by her meanes, amongst the Pua omekes. Powhatax 
stilt as le found meaies, cut of their Boats, denied them trade,- 


's0 that Captaine West set saile for England. Now we all 


found the losse of Captaine Sith, yea his greatest maligners 

could now curse his losse: as for corne, prouision and 
contribution irom the Saluages, we had nothing but mortal] 
wounds, with clubs and arrowes; as for our Hogs, Hens, 
Goats, BDEEDE, Horse, or what ocd. our commanders, off- 
cers and Saluages daily consumed Deh: some small propor- 
tions sometimes we tasted, till sii was deuoured; then swords, 
armes, pieces, or any thiug, wee traded with the Saluages, 
whose cruel] fingers were so 0 orc ined ed in our blouds, that 
what by their erueltie, our Gouernours indiscretion, and the 
losse of our ships, of fine hundred within six moneths after 
Captaine Simiihs departure, there remained not past sixtie men, 
women and children, most miserable and poore creatures; and 
those were preserned for the most part, by roots, herbes, 
acornes, Walnuts, berries, now and then a little fish: they that 
had starch mm these extremities, made no small vse of it; yea 

euen the very skinnes of our horses. Nay, so great was our 
famine, that a Saluage we slew, and burie d, the poorer sort 


~ tooke him vp againe and eat him, and so did diuers one an- 


other boyled and stewed with roots and herbs: And one 
amongst the rest did kill his wife, powdered her, and had ea- 
ten part of her before it Was knowne, for which hee was ex- 
ecuted, as hee well deserued; now whether shee was better 
roasted, bovled or carbonado’d, I know not. but of such a 
dish as powdered wite I neuer heard of. [his was that time, 
which stillto thisday we called the st: Arun time; it Were too 
vile to Say, and scarce to be be ieeued, What we exdiacell: but 
the occasion was Our owne, for want of prouidence, industrie 


and gouernment, and uot the Bacrennees: and defect of the 


Contac, as 1S generally suppesed; for till then in three yeeres, 
for the numbers were landed ys, we had nener from Engla al 
prouision sufficient for six imoncihs, though it seemed by the 
bils of loading sufficient was sent vs, such a glutton is the Sez , 
and such good fellowes the Mariners; we as little tasted of 
ihe great proporiion sent vs, 25 they of our want and miseries, 
yet jotwithstanding they euer ouer-swayed and ruled the 
businesse, thous zh we Sie ed all that is said, and chi jefly lined 


en what this good Countrig naturally afforded; yet had wee 
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The gouernment resigned to Sir Thomas Gates. 3 


beene euen m Paradice it sclfe with these Gonernours, it 
wuold not haue beene much better with vs; yet there was 
amongst ys, who had they had the gouernment as Capiae 
Smuth appointed, but that they could not maintaine it, would 
surely haue kept vs from those extremities of miseries. This 
in ten daies more, would haue supplanted vs all with death. 

Bat God that would not this Countrie should be vnplanted, 
sent Sir The nas Gates and Sir George Sommers with one 
hundred and fittie people mest happily preserued by the Ber- 
mudds lO preserue Vs: strange it is to say how miraculously 
they were pre serued in a leaking ship, as at large you may 
reade in the i insuing Historie of those Lands. 
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Lhe gouernment resigned to Sir Thomas Gates, 1610. 


Wuewn these two Noble Knights did see our miscries, being 
but sueheie rt nthe Countrie, and could vnderstand no more 
of the cause, but by coniecture of our clamours and com- 
plaints, of acer ising ‘and excusing ene another: ‘They embark- 
ed ys with themselue s, With the best meanes they could, and 
abandoning Jumes towne, set saile for England, whereby 
you may sce the cuent of the gouernment of the former Com- 
manders lett to themselues; although they had liued there 
many yeeres as formerly hath be oene spoken. (who hindred 
now their p: voceedings, Captaine Smith being gone.) 

At noone they fell to the Ile of Hogs, and the next morn- 


ang to Mudbery point, at what time they descried the Long- 


boat of the Lord da iVarre, for God would not haue it so 
abandoned. For this honourable Lord, then Gouernour of 
the Countrie, met them threes! hips exceedingly well farnish- 
ed with all necessaries fitting, who againe returned them to 
to the abandoned /ames towne. Out of the obserwations of 
William Simmons Doctor of Diuinitie.

The Lord Gouernour, after mature deliberation, deliuered 
some few words to the Con npanie, laymg iust blame vpon 
them, for their haughtie vanities and sluggish idlenesse, ear- 
nestly entreating them to amend those despet rate tollics, lest 
hee should b e compelled to draw the sword of lustice, and to 
cut off such bob os s, which he had rather draw, to the 
shedding of his vitall blo sud, to protect them from inturies; 
heartning them with the relation of that store hec had broucht 
with him, constituting oficers and conditions, to rule ouer 
them, allotting euery man his parucular piace, to watch vi- 
gilantly, and worke painiuliv: This Oration and direction 


. being ee with a generall a reer you might shortly 


behold the idle and restie diseases of a diuided multitude, by 
the unitie and t eGanee of this gouernment to be suture 
ally cured. ‘Chose that knew not the w ay to goodnesse he- 
fore, but cherished singularitie and faction, can now chalke 
out the path of ail respectine dutie aud se ee eucry man 
endeauoureth to outstrip other in dil ae ice: the #reich pre- 
paring to plant the Vines, the English labouring in the Woods 
and grounds; euery man know oF ms charge, and discharg- 
eth the same vith alacritic. Neither let any man be dis- 
couraged, by the relation of their daily labour (as though the 
aap of their } Rates should bee spent for other mens profit) 
the setled times of working, to effect all themseiues, or as 
the Aduenturcrs need desire, required no more paines than 
from six of the clocke in the morning, vntil ten, and from 
two in the afternoone, till foure, at bo th which times the y are 
prouided of spirituall and corporail reliefe. First, they enter 
into the Church, and make their praiers vnto God, next they 
returne to their houses and receiue their proportion of food. 
Nor should it bee conceiued that this businesse excludeth 
Gentlemen, whose breeding neuer knew what a daies labour 
meant, for though they cannot digge, vse the Spade, nor prac- 
tice the Axe, yet. may ithe stayed spirits of any condition, 
finde how to imp aLoy the force of knowlec lee, the excuse of 
counsell, the operation and power of their best breeding and 
qualities.

willingnesse to satisiie cuery man, to deliuer y nto vour Lord- 
ships and the rest of this assemblic, m what state ‘T haue liu- 
ed euer since my arrivall to the Colonie, what hath beene 
the iust cause of mv sudden alas and on What tearmes 
1 haue left the sane, the rather because I perceiue, that since 
my comming into £7 Bid ote a coldnesse and irresolu- 
tion is bred in m: any of the Adventurers, that some of them 
seeke to withdraw their payments, by which the action must 
be supported, maktog this my returne Sia of their need- 
lesse backwardnesse and vniust protraction: which that you 
may the better vnderstand, | was wel come 1 to Jiimes towne 
by a violent aene; Scing cured of it, within three weekes:at- 
ter [ began to be distempercd with other grievous sickuesses 
which successinely and seuerally assailed me, for besides a 


relapse 1 into the former iy sease, which with much more vio- 


lence held me more thana moneth, and brought me to great- 3 


er Weaknesse: the flux surprised ree, and ‘kept me many 
dates, then the crampe assaulted my weake body with strong

-paines, and after the gout; all those drew me to that weak- 


nesse, being vnable to stirre, brought vpon me the scuruie, 
which though i in others it be a sicknesse of slothfulnesse, vet 
Was itin me an effeet of weaknesse, which neuer left me, ull

In these extremities [resolued to consult with my friends, 
who finding nature spent in me, and my body almost con- 
sumed, my paiaes likewise daily Inerea ising, gaue me aduice 
to preterre a hopetull recoucrie, before ae assured ruine, 
which must necessarily have ensued, had I liued but twentie 
daies longer in J trgiia, wanting at that instant beth foed 
and Physicke, fit to remedie such extraordinary diseases; 
wherefore I shipped my selfe with Doctor Bohun and Cap- 
taine Argall, fo: Jleurs in the West Indtes, but being crossed 


with Southerly winds, J was forced to slape my course for 
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The gowernment t surrendered to Sir Thomas Dale. 9 


the Westerne Iles, where I found helpe for my health, and 
my sicknesse asswaged, by the meanes of tresh dyet, ee 
ally Oranges and iy imons, and yadoubted remedie for that 
disease: then [ intended to haue returned backe againe to Vir- 
ginia, but I was aduised not to hazard my selfe, Spalore I had 
perlectly recouered my strength: so | came for England; in 
which accident, [ doubt not but men of iudgement will im- 
agine, there would more preiudice haue happened by my 
death there, than I hope can dee by my returne. 

For the Colony I left it to the charge of Captaine George 
Piercie, a Gentleman of honour and n coniae yn, vatill the 
comming of Sir Thomas Dale, whose Commission was like- 
wise to bee determined vpon the arriuall of Sir Thomas’ 
Gates, according to the order of your Lardships appo nted: 
the number | lett were about two hundred, the mosi in health, 
and aes of at least ten moneths victuali, and the Coun- 
trie va le tractable and friendly. What other defects they 
had, f found by Sir Thomas Gates at the Cowes; bis Fleet 
was sufficient!y furnished with supplies, but w ike it shall 
please God that Sir Thomus Dale, and Sir Dhomas Gates 
shall arriue in Porginia with the extraordiuarie supply of 
100. Kine, and 209. Swine, besides store of other prouision, 
for the maintenance of the Colonie, there will appeare that 
successe in the action, as shall giue no man cause ‘of distrust, 
that hath already aduentured, but incourage euery eood 
minde to further so cood a worke, as will redound both to 
the giory of God, to the credit of our nation, and the comfort 
of all those that haue beene imstruments in the furthering of 
it.

Berore the Lord Ja Ware arrived in England, the Coun- 
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10 The gouernment surrendered to Sir ‘Thomas Dale. 


May 1611. where he found them growing againe to their 
foriner estate of pe bemeg so improuident as not to put 
Corne in the ground for their bre ad, bi ut trusted to the store, 
then furnished but w ith three moneths prouision; his first care 
therefore was to imploy all hands about setting of Corne, at 
the two Forts at Aceoughtan, Henry and Charles, whereby 
the season then not fully past, though about the end of May; 


wee had an indifferent crop of xood . orne. 


This businesse taken order for, and the care and trust of 
it cormmitted to his vader-Of: cers, to ames towne he hasten- 
ed, where most of the companie were at their daily and vsuall 


works, bowling in the streets; these hee im nployed about ne- - 


cessarie workes, as flag of “Vimber, repayring their houses 
ready to fall on their heads, and prouidmg pales, posts and 
railes, to impale his purposed new towne, which by reason 
of his ignorance, being but newly arrimed, hee had not resola- 
ed where to seat: therefore to better his knowledac, with one 
hundred men he speut some time in viewing the Riuer of 
Nausamund, in despight of the fudigns then our enemies: 
then our owne fine r to the Fales, where vpon a high land, 
inuironed with the mame Riuer, some twelue miles 3 fro: n the 
Fales, by Arsahattock he vesolued to pane his new towne. 

It was no small trouble to reduce his people so timely to 
good order, being of s . ill a condition, as may well witnesse 
oe es and sirick imprinted booke of Articles, then 
needfull with all extremitie to be executed; now much niitiza- 
ted s so as if his Lawes had not beene so strickly execuicd, 
Isee not how the viter subuersion of the Colonie should have 
beene preuented, ‘vitnesse /Vedbes and Prices designe the 
first yeere, since thit of Abbots, and others, more dange erous 
than the fornier,  iiere Lentreat your paticnee for an Apo- 
logie, though not a pardon. ‘this feyrey Abbots, how euer 
this Author censures him; and the Goucrnour executes him. 
I know he had long serued both in drefand and Netherlands, 
here hee was a Sargeant of my Companie, and | neuer saw 
in Virginia a mere sufticient Souldier, lesse turbulent, a bet- 
ter wit, more hardy or mdustricus, nor a ay more forward to 
cut oli them that sougitt to abandon the Countrie, or wrong 
the Colonie: how ingratetully tose deserts might bee re- 

warded, enu ed or ne gleeted, or his farre uiericrs s pre tered to 
ouer-top hin, [know not, but such occasions might moue a 
Salut,much diore aman, tO ap ynauuised passionate Impatience 
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The gouernment returned to Sir Vhomas Gates. 11 


but how euer, ik seemes he hath beene punished for his 
offences, that was neuer rewarded for his deserts. And cuen 
this Summer Cole and Avehins plot with three more, bending 
their course to Ocanahawan, fine daies } 1OWUIMeY from VS. 0¥ here 
they suse are Spaniards imbhabiting. ‘There were cut off 
by the Saluages, hired by vs to hunt them home to receiue 
their deserts: So as Sir Thomas Dale bath not beene so ty- 
rannous nor seuere by the halfe, as there was occasion, and 
just cause for it and though the manner was not vsuall, wee 
were rather to haue regard to those, whorn we wong haue 
terrified and made fearefull to commit the like offences, than 
to the offenders iustly condemned, for amongst t them so hard- 
ned in euill, the feare of a cracll, painfull aud vausuall < ath 
more restraines them, than death it seife. “hus much | haue 
proceeded of his endeuours, vntill the comming of Su 7ho- 
mas Gates, in preparing himselfe to proc eed as he intended. 
Now in £rgland againe to second this noble Knight, the 
Counsell and Companie with all possible expedition prepared 
for Sir Phromas oe six tall ships, with three hundred men, 
and one hundred Kine and other Catt ell, with munition ar 1d 
all other manner of provision thet could be thought needful; 
and about the first or second o of August, 1611. arriued sately 


at James towne. 


Phe gouernment returned againe to Sir Thomas 
Gates, 1614. 


THESE wor thy Knights being met, after their welcoming 
salutations, Sir Thonas Dale. ‘acquainted him what he had 
done, and what he intended, which designe Sir Thomas 
Gates well approuing, furnished ee with three hundred a 
fittie men, such as himselfe made cheice of. Inthe begmning 
of September, 1611. hee set saile, and arriued where hee in- 
tended to build bis new towne: within ten or tweluc daies 
he iad inviroved it with a pale, aad in bowour of our noble 
Prince dlenry, called it Henrico. The next worke he did, 
was building at each corner of the Towne, a high conn iad 
ing Watch-house, a Church, and Store-houses; which finish- 
ed, hee began to ihinke ypon conuenteut houses for himselfe

and men, which with all possible speed hee could he effected, 
to the great content of his companie, and all the Colonie. 

This towne is situated vypon anecke of a plaine rising Jand, 
three parts inuironed with the maine Riuer, the necke of Jand 
well impaled, makes it like an ile e; it hath three streets of 
well-framed houses, a handsome © ‘Lurch, ¢ aud the foundation 
of a better laid, to bee built of Bricke, besides Store-houses, 
Watch-houses, and such lke: Vpon the verge of the Riuer 
there are fiue houses, whereim hue the honesier sort of peo- 
ple. as Farmers in England, and they Keepe continuall cen- 
tinell for the townes securitic. About two miles from the 
towne, into the Maine, is another pale, neere two miles in 
leneth, from Rinier to Liver, guarded with seuerall Comman- 
ders, with a good quantity of Corne-ground impailed, suid 
ciently secured to maitaine more than | suppose W ill come 
this three yeeres. 

On the other side of ms River, for the sap unitib of the 
towne, is intended to be impaled for the securitie of our 
Hogs, about two miles and a halfe, by the name of fone in 


: Faith. 1 Corendale, secured by five of our manner of 
Forts, tail are but. Palisodoes,, called Charitie Fort; Mount 


Matlado, a guest house for sicke people, a high seat and 
wholesome aire, Llisabeih Fort, and Fort Patience: And 
here hath Master Wilutaker chosen his Parsonage, tinpailed 
a faire framed Parsonage, and one hundred acres gall ed Aocke 
hali, but these are not haite inished. 

About Christinas followmg, in the same ycere 1611. in re- 
gard of the iniurie done vs by them of Apamatuk, Sir Zho- 
mas Dale, without the losse of any, except some few Salua- 
ges, tooke it and thei Corne, being but flue myles by land 
from Henrico, and cousiderine how leg ese dies us it might be 
for vs, resolued to possessé and plant it, and at the instant 
called itnew ermudus, whereunto hee hath laid out and an- 
nexed to the belonging freedome and corporation for eue 
many miles of Champian and Woodland ground in Pea 
hundreds, as the vpper and nether hundreds, Rochdale hun- 
dred, West Sherly hundred, and Dees his hundred. In the 
Hecker hundred he first began to plant, for there is the most 
Corne-ground, and witha pale of two miles, cut ouer. from 
Riuer to River, whereby we haue secured eight Anglsh 
miles in compasses pon Ww hich cireuit, within halfe.a m ile 
of each other, are many faire houses already built, besic

particular mens houses neere to the number of fiftie. Roch- 


dale, by a crosse pale welnigh fonre miles long, is also plan- 


ted with houses alo yng the pale, in which hundred Our Hogs 
and Cattell hane twentie miles circuit to graze in securely, 
The building of the Cite is referred till our haruest be 3 in. 
which he intends to make a retreat against any forraigne 
enemy. 

About fiftic miles from these i os lames towne, vpon a fertill 


peninsula, which although formerly scandaled for an ynhiealth- 


full aire, wee finde it as health fullas any ol her partof t the Coun- 
trie; it hath two rowes of houses of framed timh yer, and some of 
them two stories, and a garret higher, three large Store-houses 
ioined togetherin length, and hee hath newly stronely impaled 
the towne. This Tle, and much ground about it, is much inha- 
bited: ‘Lo Aecoughtan we accounted it fortie miles, where they 
liue well with halfe that allowancethe rest haue from the store, 
because of the extraordinaric quantitie of Fish, Fowle and 
Deere; as you may reade at large im the eeouerins of Cap- 
taine Smith. And thus { haue truly rlated vnto you the pre- 
sent estate of that small part of Virginia wee frequent and 
possesse. 

Since there was a ship fraughted with prouision, and fortic 
men; and another since then with the like number and pro- 
uision, to stay twelue moneths in the Countrie, with Captaine 
Areal, which was sent not fon 2g aiter.: After hee had reere- 
ated and refreshed his Compante, he was sent to the fy he 
Patawomeake, to trac le for Corne, the Saluages about vs hau- 
ing small quarter, but friends and foes as they found aduan- 
tage and opportunitie: But to conelude our peace, thus it 


happened. Captaine Argaid haumg entred into a great ac- 


qGuaintance Wi ith Japazaws, an old friend of Ca apiame Sauths, 
and so to all our Nation, euen since hee discouered the Coun- 
trie: hard by him there was Pocahontas, wkem Captaine 
Smiths Relations intituleth the Numparell of Fiurginia, and 
though she had beenc many times a preseruer of him and the 
whole Colonie, yet ull this accident shee was never scene 
at umes towne since his departure, being at Paimvomeke, as 
it seemes, thinking her sclie vuknowne, was easily by her 
friend Jupazaws perswaded to goe abroad with him and his 
wife to see the Shp. i: Captaine - Argall had promised him 
a Copper Kettle to brin ¢ her but to him, prow IsIng no way 
to hurt her, but keepe her till they could conclude a a peace

with her father; the & bealivtieeh for this Copper Ke tle would 
haue done any thine. it seemed by the enor jor though 
she had seene and beene in many ships, yet hee caused his

But 
at last ie told her, iW Pocahontas soiree goe with her, hee 


was content: and ties they betraicd tae poore Innocent #0 


cahontas aboord, where they were all kindly feasted int!

A messenger forthwith was: souk te 
her father, that ins daughter Pocahontas he loued so dearly, 
he on ransome With our men, swords, pecces, tooles, &c. 
hee tree! herously liad steine. ) 
This vnwelcome newes muck troubled Powhatan, because 
hee loved both his daughter and our commodities well, 
yet it was three moneths after ere hee returned vs any an- 
swer: then by the perswasion of the Councell, he returned 
senen of our men, with each of them an vnseruiceable Mus- 
ket. and sent vs word, that when we would deliuer his daugh- 


ter, hee would make vs satisfaction for all inivries done vs,

and giue vs fiue hundred bushels Corne, aud for euer be- 


friends with vs. de he sent, were receiued in part of pay- 
ment, and returned lim this answer: That his daughter sho ud 
he well vsed, but we eculd not beleeue the rest oi our armes 
were either lest or stolne from him, and therefore uli he sent 
them, we would keepe his dau: ehter. 

This auswer, ic seemed much displeased him, fer we heard 
19 more from him for along time after, when with Captaiue

pointed, went vp iio bis owue Kiver, to bis chiete habitation, 
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with his daughter: with many scornfull brawado’s they 
affronted vs, proudly demanding why wee came thither; our 
reply was, W ee had brought his dane ehter, and to receiue the 
yansome a her that was promised, or to have it perforce.—- 
They notning dismayed thereat, told vs, We were welcome 
if wee came to fight, for the y were prouk ded for vs, but ad- 
ised vs, if wee loued our lives to retire; else ‘ey would 
yse vs as they had done Captaine Aarcliffe: We told them, we 
would presently haue a better answer; but we were no soon- 
er within shot of the shore than tuey let fle their Arrowes 
among vs inthe ship. 

Being thus uniustly provoked, wee presently m sey our 
Boats, went on shore, burned all their houses s, and spoil ed np 
they had we couid finde; and so the next day Scala it high- 
er vp the River, where they demanded why wee burnt their. 
houses, and wee, why they shot at vs: ‘They replyed, it was 
some straggling Saluage, with many other excuses, they in- 
tended no hut, but were our friends: W eiold them, wee came 
not to hurt them, but visit them as friends also. V yon tis we 
couciuded a peace, and forthwith they dispate hed messen- 
eers to Powhatan, whose answer, they told vs, wee miutst ex- 
pect foure and twentie houres ere the messengers could re- 
turne: Then they told vs, our men were runne away ior feare 
we woul hang them, ile ee hatans men were rime after 
them; as for car Swo: ‘ds and Peeces, they shouid be brought 
vs the next day, which was one but to delay time: for the 
next day they came not. Then we went higher, to a house 
of Powhatans, called Matchot, where we saw about foure 
hundred men weil appointed; here they dared vs to cowie on 
shore, which wee did; no shew of feare they made at. all, 
nor offered to resist our landing, but walkime boldiy vp and 
downe amongst vs, demanded to conferre with our © pian, 
of his comming in that manner, and to haute nuce tl they 
could but once more send to their fu ng to know bis pleasure, 
which if it were not agrecable to thei r expectant, then ae 


would fight with vs. and defend their oivane as they could. 


Which sas but one ly to deierre the time, to carrie away their 
prouisiou; yet we promised them truce til the next aa at 
hoone, and then I they would fight wita vs, they should 


know whea we would begin iby our Drums aud ‘Tra ae. 
y poa tiis pron use, twoot the Powhauians sounes came vn- 
to ys to see their sister, at whose sigat, seeing ether well,

though ae heard to the contrarie, they much meipiced, pro- 
raising they would perswade her father to redeeme her, an 
for euer be friends with vs. And vpon this, the two bre- 
thren went aboord with VS; and we sent Master lohn Ro/ite 
and Master Sparkes to Powhatan, io acquaint him with the 
businesse; pany they were pcan but not admitted the 


“presence of Powhatan, bat they spoke with Opechaugea- 


NOULN, NAS Guashas and successor; hee promised to doe the 


‘best he could to Pow/ ‘hatan, all might be well. So it being 


Aprill, and time to prepare our sround and set our Corne, 
we returned to James Towne, promising the forbearance of 
their performmeg their promise, till the next harvest. 

Long before this, Master fohn Rolfe, an honest Gentleman, 
and of ‘good | De hauiour, | hz ad beene in jioue with Pocahontas, 
and Te with him, which thing atthat instant ] made knowne 
to Sir Thomas Dale by a letter from him, whercin hee in- 
treated his aduice and she acquainted her brother with it, 
which resoludon Si Thomas Dale weil-approued: the brate 
of this mariage came soone to the knowledge of Powhatan, 
a thing acceptable to him, as appeared by his preter consent, 
for within ten dates he sent Opachisco, an old Vacle of hers, 
and two of his sous, to sce the manner of the mariage, and to 
dve in that behalic what they were requested, for the ccniir- 
mation thereof, as his. deputie; which was according clv done 
about the first of April: And ever since wee haue had friend- 
ly trade and conimerce, as well with Powhatan nimselle, as 


‘all his subiecis. 


Besides this, by the meanes of eae we became in 
league with our next neigh! pours, t he Chicuhamanias, a lus- 
tie anda daring peogle, iree of themselues. ‘These. people, 
so soon as they heard of our peace with Powhatan, sent 


‘two messengers with presents to Sir Thomas Dale, and ol- 


fered him their seruice, excusing all former iniuries, hereatter 


they wouid euler be Ki Ing fuines his subiects, and Jini ish

~the name of Chickahamania, to be called Tussautessus, as 


they call vs; aud Sir Thomas Dele theiy Gouernour, as the 
kings Deputie; onely they desired to be gouerned by their 
owne Lawes, which. 1s cizh t of their Elders as his substi- 
tutes. ‘Lhis citer he kindly accepted, and appointed the diy 
he would come to visit them. 

When the zeppoited day came, Sir Thomas Dele and 


Captaine, dreudl: with ftiic men well appointed, went te 
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The Articles of peuce. 7 


eet dl where wee found the people expecting our 
comming, they vsed vs kundly, and the next morning sate in 
counsell, to conclude their peace vpou these conditions. 

First, they should for ever bee called Englishmen, and bee 
true subiects to King lames and his Deputies. 

Secondly, neither to kill nor detaine any of our men, nor 
cattell, but bring them home. 

Thirdly, to bee alwaies ready to furnish vs with three hun- 
dred men, against the Spaniards or any. 

Fourthly, “they shall not enter our townes, but send word 
they are new ki nglishmnen. 

Fiftly, that euery fighting man, at the beginning of harvest, 
shall bring to our store two bushels of Corne, for tribute, for 
which they sna recerue so many Hat chets. 

Lastly, the eight chiefe men should see all this performed, 
or receiue the puiishinent themselues: for their dehgence they 
should haue a red coat, « copper chaine, and King lames his 
picture, and be accounted his Noblemen. -— 

All this they concluded with a eenerall assent, and a great 
shout to confirme it: then one of the old men began an Ora- 
tion, bending his speeca first to the old men, then to the 
young, and then to ihe women and children, to make them 
vnderstand how strickly they were to obserue these condi- 
tions, and we would defend them from the furie of Powhatan, 
or any enemie whatsoeuer, and furnish them with Copper, 
Beads, and Hatchets; but all this was rather for feare Pow- 
hatan aad we, being so linked together, would bring them 
acainc to his sublection: the which to prevent, they did rather 
chuse to be protected by vs, than tormented by him, w nom 
they held a fyrant. And thus wee returned againe to dames 
tewne. 

When our people were fed out of the common store, and 
laboured icintdly together, glad was he could shp from his 
labour, or slumber ouer his taske he cared nok how, nay the 
most honest amo me them Ww ould jharc liv take.so much true 
paines ina weeke, as now for themselues they will doe ma 
day, neither cared they tor Re increasc, presuming that hew- 
socuer the haruest prospered, the ge enerall store. must main- 
tase them, so that wee ane not so much Corne trom tie 
Jabours of thirtie, as now three or foure doe preuide for them- 
selues. To preuent which, Sir Qiomus Dele hati: <lloited 
elery man three .icres of cleare ground, in the nature of

Farmes, except the Be: rmudas, Whe are exempted, but for 


one moneths seruice in the yeere, which must neither bee in| 


seed-time, nor haruest; for which doing, no other dutie they 
pay yeerely t to the store, but two barrels and a halfe of Corne 
(from all those Farmers, whereof the first was /Vidiiam Spe nce, 
an honest, valiant, and an industrious man, and hath continued 
from 1607. to this present) trom those is expected such a con- 
tribution to the store, as wee shall neither want fur onr selues, 
nor to entertaine our supplies; for the rest, they are to warke 
eleven moneths for the store, and hath one moneth wre 
allowed them to get prouison to keepe them for twelue, 
cept two bushels of Corne t they hane out of the store; if ee 
can line so, why should any terre starai Ing, and it were much 
better to denie them passage, that would not ere they come, 
bec content to ingage themselues to those conditions: for one- 
lv from the slothfull and idle drones, ie none else, hath 
sprung the manifold imputations, Virginie innocently hath 
vndergone; and theretore I would deter such from comming 
here that cannot well brooke labour, except they will vnder- 
goe much punishment and penurie, if they escape the skurule, 
bie for the industrious, there is reward sufficient, and if any 
thinke there is nothing but bread, Lreferre you to his relations 
that discouered the Countrie first.

Captaine dames Duuis the go- 
ueruor, immediatly gaue them one, but he was no sooner in 
the boat, but away ‘they went with him, leaving three of 
their Companions behind them: this sudden accident occasi- 
oned some distrust, and a strict examination of those three 
thus left, yet with as good ysage as our estate could atiord 
them. They only ranicssed hauing lost their Ad: mirall, ac- 
eident had forced them into those parts, an d tivo of them were. 
Captaines, and in chiefe authority in the fleet: thus they liued 
till one of them was found to be an Englishman, and iad been 
the Spaniards Pilot for fy ngland ; ned. and hauinghere induced 
some male-conte nis, 10 beieeue his prasects, to run away with

a small barke, w hich was a pprehended, some executed, and 
he expecting but the Hanemans curtesie, directly confessed 
that tivo or three Spanish ships was at Sea, purposely to dis- 
couer the estate of the Colony, but thier Commission was 
not to be opened till ey arriued in the Day, so that of any 
thing more he was yiterly ignorant. One of the Spaniards 
at last dyed, the other was sent for Aungland, but this reprieu- 
ed, till Sir Vhomas Dale hi auged at Sea in his voyage home- 
ward; the English Pilot they “caried for Spaine, whom after 
a lone time Imprisoument, with much sute was returned for 
Enelund. 

Whilst those things were effecting, Sir Thomas Dale, 
hauing setled to his thinking all things in good order, made 
choice of one Master George Yearly, to be Sone Gouern- 
Our ia his als sence, ani | so re turned for FF Et lan CCOMpant! 
ed with Pucahontus the Kings Daughter, ana: ae Rolfe 
ber husband, and ariued at Pinuneth the 12. of Lune 1616.

Now a little to commentary vpon ail these proceedings, 
let me leaue but this as acaueat by the Way, if tie alteration 


of government hath subverted erent Empires, how dangerous 


is it then in the infancy of a commonw eale? ‘The multipli- 
city of Gouernors is a ercat damage ta auy State, but vacer- 
tame daily changes arc burdensome, because their entertain- 
meuts are chargeable, and many will make hay whils tthe 
sunne doth shine, how ever it shall fare with the generality 
This deare boweht Land with so much bloud and cost, 
hath onely made some tew rich, and all the rest losers. But 
it was intended at the frst, the first vndertakers should be 
first prefe red and rewarded; and the first aducuturers satisted, 
and they of ali tie rest are the most neglected; and those 
that neuer aduenturcd a groat, neuer see the Country, or 
euer did any seruice for it, umploted in their places, adorned 
with their deserts, and iuriched with their rumes; and when 
they are ted fat, then tn commeth others so leane as they 
Were, who through their omnipotency doe as much. ‘Thus 
hal one Ofhcer doth, another vadoth, only avming at their 
owne ends, thunsing all the world derides his dignity, cannot

fili his Coffers being im authority with any thine. Enery 
maa hath his minde tree, but he can neucr bea true member 
to that estate, that to enr ‘an himselfe begeers all the Countrie. 
Which bad course, there are many yet in this noble p! antation, 
whose true honour and worth as much scornes it, as the 
others loues it: forthe Nobiitie and Gentrie, there is scarce 
any of them expects any thing but the presperitie of the ae- 
on and therefore are some Merchants and others, lam 
eo perswaded, doe take more care and paines, nay, 
nd at their continual] ereat charge, than they could-be hired 
to | for the lowe of money, so honestly reearding the renerall 
cood of this great worke, they would hold it worse than sa- 
alae to wrong it but a snilling, or extort vpon the common 
sonldier a penny. But to the purpose, and to follow the 
[listorie. 
ant George Yearly now invested Deputie Gouernour by 
. Thomas Dale. applied himselfe for the most part in plant- 
ng Coane as the most present commoditie they could de- 
lise for a present gaine, so that euery man betooke himselfe 
é the best place he could forthe purpose: now though Sir 
a Dule had caused such an abundance of corne to be

planted, that cuery man had sufficient, yet the supplies were 
oe vs, came So vafuraished, as quickly eased vs of our su- 
perfluitie. ‘Fo releeue their necessities, he sentto the Chick-. 


uhamanias for the tribate Corse Sir Thoinas Dele and’ Cap- 
tame Argad he ul conditioned for with them: But such a bad 
answer th ev returned him, that he drew tegetier one hun- 
dred of his best shot, with whom he went to Chickahamania; 
the people in some places veed. him indifierently, but in most 
places with much secorne and contempt, tetling him he was 
Sir Thomas Dales man: and they had Gam his iviaster accor- 
ding to condition, but to eiue any to him they had no such or- 
der, ne cither would they obey him as they had done his Mas- 
ter: after he had told them his authorilie, and that he had the 

same power to enforce them that Dale had, they dared lum 
to come onshore to fight, presuming more ot his not daring, 

thaa their owne valours. Yearly seeino their insolencies, made 
no creat dilticultie to oe on shore at Ozinies. and they as lit- 
tle to incounter him: but marching from thence towards Ma- 
manuhunt, they put themselues in the same order as they see 
vs. dead by their Captaine Lissanacomen, Gouerneur ot Osi.

other who should first begin. Bat that might we quartered 
against Waemanahunt, and they passed the Riuer. ‘The next 
day we followed them: there are few places in Virginia had 
then more plaine good ground togct eke nor more ples ntie of 
Corne, whi ch although it was but newly gathered, yet they 
had hid it in the woods where we could not finde it: a good 
time we spent thus in arguing the cause, the Saluages with- 
out feare standing in troupes amongst vs, seeming as if their 
countenaneces had beene sufficient to dant vs: what other 
practises they had [ know not; but to preuent the worst, our 
Captaine c caused vs all to make r ady, and vpon the word, 
to let flie amongst them, where he ap pointed: others also he 
commanded to seize on them they could for prisoners: all 
which being done according to ony direction, the Captaine 
gaue the w ord and wee prese ntly discharged, where twelue 
lay, some . ad, the rest tor hie sprawling on the ground, 


twelue more we tooke prisoners, two whereot were brothers, 


-twoof their aati Elder Ts, t the one tooke by Sergeant Boothe, 


the other by Robert a Polonian; Neere one hundred bushels 
of Corne we had for their ransomes, which was promised the 
Souldiers for a reward, but it was not performed: vow Qpe- 
chankanough hi : agreed with our Captaine for the subtect- 
ing ct those peop e, that neither hee nor Powhatan could ever 
bring to their obedience, and that he should make no peaec 
with them without hisadchice: imourretnmne by Ozinves with 
our prisoners we met Gpechanicanough, who with much adoe, 
faincd w ich Ww gs paies he had procured anus peace, the 
which to requite, they calied him the king o Le and 
brought him fror n ail pee many presents of Beads, Copper, 
and such trash as they hi ad; here as at many other times wee 
were beholdine to Ca tptaine Henry Spilman our Interpreter, 
a Genes men had lived long time 11 this Countrie, and soime- 
times a prisoner among the Saluages, and done much good 
gerinioey tH th honeh but badly rewarded. From hence we marcht 
towards /ames towne, we had three Boats loaded with 
Corne and other luggage, the one of them being more wil- 
ling to be at fumes towne with the newes than the other, 
Was ouersct, and eleuen nen castaway with the Boat, Core 
and all their prouision; notwithstandin ng this put all the rest 
of the Saluages im that feare, especiaily in regard of the 
great league we had with Ope chank anough, that we foltow- 
ed our labours quictly, and in such securitie, that diuci 
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Captaine Smiths relution fo Queene Anne. 29 


saluages of other Nations, daily frequented vs with what proui- 


sions ah could get, and w ould onide our men on hunting, 


and oft hu nt for vs the mselues. C aptaine Yearly hada Si 
wage or two so well trained vp to their peeces, they were as 
expert as any of the English, and one he kept liom ag ‘ly to kill 
him fowle. There w ibe diners others had Saluaces in like 
manner fortheir wien. Thus we lined together, as if we had 
beene one peopie, all the time Captaine Yearly stated witi: vs, 
but such grudges and discontents daily increased amoung our- 
selues, that vpon the arriuall of Capraine Argall, sent by the 
Councell and Companie to bee our Gouernour, C; Aptaine 
Yearly returned for /negland inthe yeere 1617. From the 
writings of Captaine Nathaniel Powell, William Cantril, 
Sergear nt Boothe, Edward Gurgarey. 

During this time, the Lady Rebecea, alias Pocahuntus, 
daughter to Pow/atan, by the diligent care of Master John 
Rolie her husband and his ae Ss, as taught to speake such 
English as might well bee vnderstood, well iustructed in 
Christianitie, and was become very formall and cinill atter 
our Lnglish manner; shee had also by him a childe which 
she loued most dearely and the ‘Treasurer and C. ne 
tooke order both ior the maintenance of her and it, besides 
there were divers persons of great ranke and qualitie had 
beene very kinde to her; and Teton she arrived at London, 
Captaine Smith to deserue her former couretesies, mado her 
qualitie s knowne to the Queenes most excelleat Maiestie 
and her Court, and writ a little booke to this ecitect to the 
Queene: An abstract wheros followeth.

The gouernment deuolued to Captaine Samuel Ar- 
gall, 1617. 





Tae Treasurer, Councell and Cempanie, hauing well - 
nished C vaptaine Samuel Argall, the Lady Pocahontas alias 
Rebecca, her husband and others, in the good called the 
George, it pleased God at Gravesend to take this young La- 
dy to his mercie, where shee made not more sorrow for her 
vnexpected death, than ioy to the beholders, to heare and sce 
her make so releausin and godly an end. Her little childe 
Thomas Rolfe theretore was lett at Plimoth with Sir Lewes 
Stukly, that desired the keeping of it. Captaine Hamar his 
vice-Adimmirail was gone before, but hee found him at Plimoth. 
In March they set saile 1617. and in Mav he arriued at /ames 
towne, where hee was kindly entertamed by Captaine Year- 
ley and his Companie i ina martiall order, whose mght hand 
file was led by an éndian. In James towne he touad but tine 
or six houses, the Church downe, the Palizado’s broken the 
Bridge in pieces, the Well of fresh water spoiled; the Store- 
house they vsed for the Church, the market- -place, and streets, 
and all other spare places planted with Tobacco, the Salta- 
ges as freque nt in their houses as themselues, whereby, they 
Were become expert in our armes, and had a great many in 
their custodie and possession, the Colonie dispersed all abcur, 
planting Tobacco. Captaine Argall not liking those pro- 
ceedings, altered them agreeable to his owne mide: taking 
the best order he couid for repairing those defects which did 
exceedingly trouble vs; we were constrained euery yeere to 
build and repaire our ‘old Cottages, which were alwaies a 
decaying in all places of the Countrie, yea, the very Courts 
of Guard bugle by sir Zhomas Duke, was ready to “fall, and

the Palizado’s not sufficient to keepe out Hogs. Their num- 
ber of people were about 400, but not past 200. fit for hus- 


bandry and tillage: we found there in all one hundred twen- 


tic eight cattell, “and fourescore and eight Gears, besides in- 
numerabie numbers of Swine, and good plentie of Corne in 
some places, yet the next yeere the Captaine sent out a Fri- 
gat and a Pinnace, that brought vs neere six hundred bushels 
more, Which did greatly relieve the whole Colonie: For from 
the tenants wee eoldewe had aboue foure hundred bushels of 
rent Corne to the store, and there was not remaining of the 
Companies companie, past foure and fiftie men, women and 
Children. 

This yeere hauing planted our fields, came a great drought, 
and such 2 cruell storme of haile, which did such spoile both 


to the Corne and Tobacco, that wee reaped but small profit, 


the Magazine that came in the George, being fiue moneths 
in her passage, proued very dadly conditioned, but ere she 
arriued, we had gathered and made vp our Tobacco, te best 


at three shillings the pound, the rest at eighteene pence. 


To eer vs, the Councell and Company with ail possi- 
ble care and dilizence, furnished a good ship of some two 
hundred and fiftie tunne, with two hundred people and the 
Lord fa HVare. They set salle in Aprill, and tooke their 
course by the westerne Iles, where the Gouernour of the [le 
of Saint Jichael receiued he Lord la lVare, and uk ir- 
ably feasted im, with all the content hee could giue himn.— 
Gomg from thence, they were long troubled with con- 
trary “winds, in which time many oi them fell very sicke, 
dais diel, one of which number was that most hon- 

urable Lord Goucrnour the Lord la WW are, Whose most no- 
ble and generous disposition, is well knowne to this great 
cost, bad beene most forward in this businesse for his Coun- 
tries good: Yet tuis tender state of rag was not growne 
to that maturitie, to maintaine such state and pleasures as was 
fic for such a personage, with so alee and great attendance: 
for some small number of aduenturous Gentlemen to make 
discoueries, and lie in Garrison, ready vpon any occasion to 
keepe in feare the inconstant Saluages, nothing were more 
requisite, but to have move to wait and play than worke, or 
more commanders and officers than industrious laborours was 
not so necessi:rie: for in Virginia, »a plaine § Souldier that can vse 
a Pick-axe and spade. is betterthan five Kuights although they 
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were Knights that could breake a Lance; for men of great place 
not inured to those incounters; when they finde things not sut- 
able, growmany times so discontented, they forget themselues, 
and of tbecome so carelesse, that a discontented melancholy 
brings them to much sorrow, and to others much miserie. At 
Jast they stood im for the coast of New-England, where they 
met a small Frenchman, rich of Beauers and other Furres. 
Theegh wee had here but small knowledge of the coast nor 
countrie, yet tney tooke such an abundance of Fish and 
Fowle, and so well refreshed themselues there with wood 
and water, as by the helpe of God thereby, hauing beene at. 
Sea sixteene weekes, got to Virginia, who without this re- 
liefe had heene in great danger to perish. ‘The French-men 
made them such a feast, with such an abundandance of va- 
netie of Fish, Fowle and Fruits, as they all admired, and lit- 
tle expected that wild wildernesse could affoord such wonder- 
full abundance of plentie. In this ship came about two hun- 
dred men, but very ittle prouision, and the ship called the 
Treasurer came im againe not long after with fortie passen- 
gers; the Lord fa Mares ship lying in Virginia three moneths, 
wee victualied her with threescore bushels of Corne, and 
eight Hogsheads ot tlesh, besides other victuall she spent — 
Whilst they tarried there: this ship brought vs aduice that 
great multitudes were preparing in England to be sent, and 
relied much vpon that victuall they should finde here: where- 
upon our. Captaine called a Councell, and and writ to the 
Counceli here in Lagland the estate of the Colonie, and 
what a creat miserie would insue, if they sent not prouision 
as well as people; and what they did suffer for want of skil- 
full husbandmen, and meanes to set their Ploughs on worke, 
-  hauine as good ground as any man can desire, and about for- 
; tie Bulls and Oxen, but they wanted men to bring them to 
, labour, and Irons for the Ploughs, and harnesse for the Cat- 
tell. Some thirtie or fortie acres wee had sowne with one 
Plough, but it stood so long on the ground before it was 
reaped, it was most shaken, and the rest spoiled with the Cat- 
tell and Rats in the Barne, but no better Corne could bee for 
the quantitie. 

Richard Killingbeck bemg with the Captaine at Kekough- 
tun, desired leaue to returne to his wife at Charles hundred, hee 
went to James towne by water, there he got foure more to 
goe with him by land, but it proued that he intended to goe

trade with the Indians of Chickahamania, where making 
shew ofa great quantitie of truacke they had, which the Sal- 
‘uages percetuing, partly for their trucke, partly for reuenge 
of some friends they pretented should haue beene slaine by 
Captaine Yearly, one of them with an English peece shot 
Kilingbeck dead, the other Saluages assanited the rest aud 
slew them, str ‘Ip yped them, and tooke “what thev had: But fear- 
in? this murther would come to light, and might cause them 
to suffer for it, would now proceed to the perfe action of vil- 
la -e: for presently they robbed their Machacomocko heuse 
of ibe towne, stole all the /adian treasure thereabout, and fied 
into the woods, as other /udians related. On Sunday fol- 
lowing, one furfax that dwelt a mile from the towne, going 
to © “hurch, left his wile and three’ small children sale at 
home. as he thought. and a young youth: she supposing praier 
to be done, lett the children, and went to meet her husband: 
presently after came three or foure of those fugitiue Salua- 
ges, and entred the house, and slew a boy and three children, 
and also another youth that stole out of the Church in prater 
time, meeting them, was likewise murdered. Of this disas- 
aster the Captaine sent to Opechankanough tor satisfaction, 
but excused the matter, as altogether ignorant of it, at the 
same time the Saluages that were robbed were complainit 

to Opechankano ugh, and much feared the English would oF 
reuenged onthem, so that Opschankunough sent to Captaine 
Ar gall, to assure him the peace should neuer be broken by 
inn desiring that he w ould not ret: snge the iniurie of those 
fugitines vpon the innocent people of that tow ne, which 
towne he should haue, and sent him a basket of earth, as 
possession giuen of it, and promised so soone as possibly they 
could catch these cob eas to send him their heads for satis- 
faction, but he never performed it. Samuel Argall John

Concernine the iate of our new Common-wealth, it is 
somewhat bettered, for we haue sufficient to content our 
selues, ihough not in such abundance as is vainly reported 
in Engiaud.

continne in peace. ffopatin his second brother succeeds 
him, aud both hee and Opechankanough haue confirmed our 
former league. On the eleventh of May, about ten of the 
clocke in the night, happened a most fearefull tempest, but 
it continued not past halfean houre, which powred downe 
hailestones eight or nine inches about, that none durst ZO | 
out of their doores, and though it tore the barke and leaues 
of the trees, yet wee finde not they hurt either man or beast; 
it fell onely about James towne, for but a mile to the Ka: St, 
and twentie to the West there was no haile at all. thus in 
peace every man followed his building and planting without 
any accidents worthy of note. Some private differences 
happened betwixt Captaine Bruster and Captaine Arvali, 
and Captaine Argall and the Companie here in Engle nd; 
but of them Iam not fully informed, neither are they here 
for any vse, and therefore -vnfit to be oy Sade a” Ta De: 
cember one Captaine Studlings, an old planter in those parts, 
being imployed by them of the West countrie for a fishing 
voyage, in New-Eagland, tell foule of a Frenchman w hom 
hee tooke, leaving his owne ship to returne for England, 
an with a small companie remained in the French 
barke, some small time after ypon the coast, and thenee re- 
turned to winter in Virginia.

For to begin with the yeere of our Lord, 1619. there ar- 
riued a little Pinnace privatly from fa gland about Easter 
tor Captaine Argalt, Who taking order for his affaires, within 
foure or five dates returned in ‘her r, and left for his Deputy. 
Captaine Nathaniell Powell. On the eighteenth of April, 
Which was but ten or twelue dates after, arriued Sir George

wish vs so much with ioy and content, we thought our selues. 
now fully satisfied, for our long toile and Jabours, and as hap- 
py mea as any in the world. “Notwith standing, such an ao- 
cident hapned Captaine Stallings, the next day his ship was 
cast away, and he not long after slaine ina priuate quarrell.

ys to ruine and confusion; notwithstanding, we finde b y them 
of best experience, an industrious man not other waies im- 
plot ed, may well tend joure akers of Corne, and 1000. plants 
of Tobacco, aud where they say an exer will yeeld but three 
or foure } barrels, we baue ordinarily foure ov fit ne, but of new 
ground six, seuen, and eight, and a barrell of Pease and

not ovcly to the businesse, but also toour mother Lagland 
her selfe: could they or durst they as freely delame her.

where all matters were debated thonght expedient for the 
good of the Colony, and Captaine Ward was sent to Mona- 
higan in new England, to fish in May, and retnrned the lat- 
ter end of May, bat small purpose, for they wanted Salt: the 
George also was sent to New- -found-land with the Cape 
Meret jant, there she bought fish, that defraied her char FOS, 
and made a good voyage in seuen weekes. About the st 
of August came in a dutch man of warre that sold vs twenty 
Negars, and Jupazous King of Patawomeck, came. to ores 
towne, to desire two ships 1 to come trade in his Riuer, fora 
more plentifull yeere of Corne had net beene ina lone time, 
yet very contagious, and by the trechery of one Poule, j ma 
manner turned heathen, wee were very jealous the § Saluaces 
would surprze vs. The Gouernours haue bounded foure 
Corporations: which is the Companies, the Vuiuersity, the 
Gouernours and Gleabe land: Ensigne IV. Spencer, and 
Thomas Barret a Sergeant, with some others of the ancient 
Planters being set free, we are the first farmers that went forth, 
and haue chosen places to their content, so that now knowing 
their owne land, they striue Ww ho ehould exceed in building 
and planting. ‘The fourth of Nouemberthe Bona xoua came 
in with ali her people lusty and well; not long after one 
Master Dirmer sent out by some of Piiy Beh for New- England, 
arrived ina Barkeof fiue tannes, and returned the next Spring; 
notwithstanding the ill ramours of the vnwholsomnesse of | 
flames towne, the new commers that were planted at old Pas- - 
paheshe, little more then amile from it, had thicit healths 
better then any m the Country. In eee er Captaine 
Ward returned from Patawwo he the people the re dealr falsly 
with him, so that hee tooke G9U. bushels of © orne from then 
perforce. Captaine MWoddiffe a) Bristol came in not long 
after, with ali his people lusty and in heath, and we had 
two particular Goueruours sent vs, vider the titles of Depu- 
hes to the Company, the one to haue charge oft ine Colledge 
Lands, the other of the Companies: Now you are io vader- 
stand, that because there haue beene many compl faints agaist 
the Gouernours, Captaines, and Ciiicers in Pirginra, for buy- 
ing and selling men and boies, or to bee set over, from one 
to another for a yeerely rent, was held in iagland a thing 
most intollerable, or that the tenants or lawful seruants 
should be Bae from their places, or abridged their Coucnants,

was so odious, that the very report thereof brought a great 
scandall to the generall action. ‘The Councell in Englund 
did send many rood and worthy instructions for the ameud- 
ing those abuses, and appointed a hundred men should at the 
Companies charge be allotted and prouided to serue and at- 
tend the Gouernour during the time of his gouernment, which 
number he was to make good at his departure, and leaue to 
his Successor in like manner, fifty to the Deputy- -Gouernour 
of the College eee and fifty to the Deputy of the Compa- 
nies laud, fifty to the Treasurer, to the Secretary fiue and 
twenty, and more to the Marshall and Cay pe merchant; which 
they are also to leaue to their successors, and likewise to 
euery particular Officer such a competency, as he might liue 
well ia his Office, without oppressing any vader their charge, 
whicy good law I pray God it be w elll obserued, and then 
we may truly any in Virginia, we are the most happy people 
in the world. By ine Iohn Rolfe. 

There went this yeere by the Companies records, 11. 
ships and 1216. persons to be thus disposed on: ‘Tenants for 
Gouernours land fourescore, oo fifty sent the former 
spring; for the Companies land a hunared and thirty, ior the 
College a hundred, for the Glebe land fitty, young women te 
make wiues ninety, seruants for publike seruice fity, and fif- 
ty more whose labours were io bring vp thirty of the intidels 


children, the rest were sent to priaate Plantations. 


‘Two persons vnknowne haue giuen faire Plate and Orna- 
ments for two Communion T abies, tne one at the College, 
the other at the Church of Mistris d/ary Robinson, who to- 


wards the foundation gane two hundred pound. And ano- 


ther viknowne person scat to the ‘Lreasurer frae hundred 
and fifty p sounds, for the bringing vp of the saluage children m 
Christianity. Master Nicholas Farrar deceased, hath by his 
Will giuen three hundred pounds to the College, to be paid 
when there shall be ten voune Salu: ses placed 3 in it, m the 
meane time foure and twenty petenides yeercly to be distributed 
vito three discreet and gedly young men in the Colony, to 
bring vp three wilde young iv Hide Is3 in some good course of 


life, also there were eranted cleuen Paitents, vpon condition - 


tq transport people and cattle to increase the Plantations.

i desnerat Seated hetwivt two Spanish men o 
warre, anda small English ship, at the Ue of 
Dominica going to Virginia, by Captaine Anthony | 
Chester. 


Havine taken our iorney towards Virginia in the begin- 
wing of February, a ship called the Mar caret and John, of e one 
hu dred and sixty ae eight [ron Peeces and a Falcon, with 
eightie Passengers besides Sailers; After many tempests and 
a ile weather, “about the foure steenth of March we were in 
ihirieene degrees and an halfe ot Northerly latitude, where 
we descried a ship at hull; it being buta faire gale of wind, 
we edged towards her to see wh a was, but she presently 
set saile, and ran vs quickly out of sight: This made vs keepe 
our ceurse for Metiudina, and the next day passing Dominica, 
We came to an anchor at Guar dulupo, to in fresh water.— 
Sis French-men there cast away sixteene moneths agoe came 
Shoord vs; they told vs a Spanish man of Warre but seuen 
daies before was seeking his consort, and this was she we 
descried at hull. At Meuis we iicentied to refresh our selues, 
hauinz beene eleuen weeks pestered in this vawholsome ship; 
but there we found two tall ships with the Hollanders colours, 
but necessitie forcing vs on shore, we anchored faire by them, 
and in friendly manner sent to hale them: but secing they 
were Spaniards, retiring to our ship, they sent such a volley 
of shot after vs, that shot the Boat, split the Oares, and some 
thorow the clothes, yet not a man hurt; and then followed 
With their great Ordnance, that many times ouer-racked our 
ship, which being so cumbred with ‘the Passengers prouisi- 
ons, our rdnauce was not wel ll fitted, nor any thing as it 
should haue beene. But perceiuing w hat they were, we fit- 
ted our selues the best we could to prevent a mischiefe, seeing 
them warp themselues to windward, we thought it not goo 
to be boorded on both sides at an anchor, we intended to set 
saile, but that the Vice-Admirali battered so hard eur star- 
boord side, that we fell to our businesse, and answered their 
vnkindnesse with such faire shot from a Demiculvering, that 
shot her betweene wind and water, whereby she was glad 
to leaue ys and her Admirall together. Comming faire by 
our quarter, he tooke in his f Jolland flag, and put forth his 
Spanish colours, and so haled ys. 
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AD A desperut he -fight at the Ile of Dominica. 


We quietly and quickly answered him, both what wee 
were, and whither hound relating the effect of our Com- 
mission, and the canse of our com: ming thither for water, 
and not to annoy any of the King of Spaimes Subiects, nor 
any. She commanded vs amaine for the King of Spaine, 
we replied with inlargine the particulars what friends both 
the Kings our Masters were, and as we would doc no wrong, 
we would take none. ‘They commanded vs aboord to shew 


our Commission, which we refused, but if they would send _ 


their Boat to vs willingly they should see it. But. for an- 
swer they made two creat shot at vs, with a 1 volley of small 
shot, which ed vs to leaue the decks; then with many 
ill words thev laid vs aboord, which caused vs to raise our 
maine saile, and giue the word to our small snot which lay 
close and ready, that paid them ia such sort, they quickly 
retired. The fight continued halie an houre, as if we had 
beene peas with fire and smoke, vntill they discoue red 
the waste of our ship naked, where they branely boorded vs 
loofe tor “loote, hasting with pikes and swords to enter, but 
it pleased God so to direct our beara: and hgh our 
men with valour, that cur pikes being formerly placed vnder 
our halfe deck, and certaine sist pan close for that purpose 
vinler the Port holes, encountred them so rudely, that their 
fury was not onely rebated, but their hastinesse intercepte ed, 
and their whole company beaten back ce, Many of our me 
were hurt, but | am sure they had two for one. 

Inthe end they were viole sutly repulsed, vatill they were 


reinforced to ch: irge againe by their commands, who standing 


vpon their honors, thought it a great indignity to be so a 
fronted, which caused a seeond char Be, and that answ ered 


with a second beating backe: whereat the Captaine erew in- 


raged, aud cons trained them to come on againe afresh, which 
they did so ctfectualiv, that cuestionlesse it had wrought an 
altei racion, iu the God that te eseth Monarchies, and teareth 
Mountames, had not taught vs to tesse our Pikes with pros- 
perous events, and powred out a volley of small shot am ongst 
them where by that valiant C ommiander was slaine, and Many 
of his Souldicrs dropped downe likewise on the top of the 
hatchets. “Lhis we saw with our eles, and reiovced with it 
at our hearts, so that we mieht Web bes sood successe com- 
ning oa, our Captaine presently tooke aduantage of their 

discomiiture, though with much comiseration of that resolute

Captaine, and not onely plic ed them againe with our Ordnance, 
but had more shot vnder the Pikes, which was bestowed to 


good purpose, and amazed our enemics with the suddennesse. 


Amongst the rest, one fa ucas, OUT Carpenters Mate, must 
not be fo orgotten, Who pe cpa away how to annoy them; 
As they were thus puzled and in a confusion, drew out a 
Minion vider the halfe decke, and there bent it vpon them 
in such a manner, that when it was fired, the cases of stones 
and peeecs of fron fell vpon them so thick, as cleared the 
fthe. and slew many, and in shert time we saw few, assail- 
ants, but such as ee from place t.. place couertly frem the 
fury of our shot. which now was thicke »¢ than theirs: for al- 
though as far as we may commend our enemies, they had 
done something worthy of commendations: yet cither want- 
ing men, or being ouertaken with the vnlooked for volour of 
our men, they now began to sbrinke, and giue ys leaue to be 
wanton with our adnautace. Yet we could onely vse but 
foure peece of Ordnances, but they serued the turnc as well 
as all the rest: for she was shot so oft betweene wind and 
water, we saw they were willing to leaue vs, but by reason 
she was fast in the latch of our cable, Ww liek in haste of 
weighing our anchor linng aloofe, she could not cleare her 
selfe as she wrought to doe, till one cut the Cae with an 
axe, and was slaine by freeing vs. Hauine beene aboord vs 
two houres and an halfe, seeing her selle cleere ’ var the shot 
wee bad plaied on both sides, which lasted till we were out 
of shot, then we discovered the Vice-Admirall comming to 
her assistance, who began a farre off to ply vs with their Grd- 
nances, and put vs in minde we had another worke mw hand. 
Whe erenpon We seperate ‘ the dead and hurt bodies, and man- 
ned the ship with the rest, aud were so well imcouraged wee 

waifed them amaine. Ve AA dinirall stood sont oif. and 
the other would not come within Falcon shot, where «0c lay 
battering vs till shee receiued another pament from a iemi- 
culuering, which made her beare with the shore for smooth 
water to fiend her leakes. The next morning thev both 
came vp againe with vs, as if they had ae: fermined to deuour 
vsat once, but it seemed it was but a brauada, though ihey 
forsooke not our quarter for a time witain Musket snot; yet 
ali the nicht onely they kept vs company, but imade i a 
sho , ae ire whic iy time we hac ky assure to prauide VS 3 ot- 
ter than before: but God ovethanked they mat de onely buta

shew of another assault, ere suddenly the Vice-admirall tell 
a starne, and the other lay shaking in the wind, and so they 
both ieft vs. The fight continued six houres, and was the 
more vnwelcome, because we were so ill prouided, and had 
no intent to fight, nor gue occasion to disturbe them. AS 
for the losse of men, ff Religion had not taught vs what by 
the promdence of God is brought to passe, yet daily exper 
ence might informe vs, of the dangers of wars, and Fey Is at 
sea, by stormes tempests, shipwi racks, encounters with Pirats, 
meeting with enemies, crosse winds, ne volages, viknowne 
shoores, borbarous Nations, and an h undred inconuen HeNCeS, 
of which humane pollicies are not capable, nor mens coniec- 
tures apprehensiue. We lost Doctor Bohun, a worthy va 
Nant Gentlemen, (a long time brought vp amongst the most 
learned Surgeons, and Physitions in Ne therlands and this 
his second iourney to Virginia: ) and seuen slaine out right, 
two died:shortly of their wounds; sixteene was shot, whose 
limbs God be thanked was recoucred without maime, and 
now setled in Firginia: how many they lost we know not, 
but we saw a great many lie on the decks, and their skup- 
pers runne wit At blot ud, they were about three hundred tunnes 
apeece, each sixteene or twentie Brasse e-peeces. Capitaine 
Chester, who in this fight had behaued himselfe like a most 
vigilant, resolute, and a couragious souldier, as also our ho- 
nest and valiant master, did still so comfort and incourage 
vs by all the me zane they could, at last to all our great con- 
tents we arrived in Virginia. 2 and from thence returned safely 
to Lngland,

and carefully to redresse all the complaints of the Sie a 
mortality of their peopie, and by all diligence seeke to send _ 
something home to satisfie the Aduenturers, that all this time 
had only lined + non hopes, grew So weary and discouraged, 
that it must now be substance that must maintaine their pro- 
ceedings, and not letters, excuses and promises; seeing they 
could get so much and sich creat estates for sipmncel nee, as 
to spend aiter the rate of 100. pounds, 2,3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, Oi: 

Amun yearely, that were not 
worth so many pence when they went to Virginia, can searce

Asotut October arriued Sir frances Wyat, with Master 
George Sands, ia uted Treasurer, “laster Davison Secre- 
tary, Doctor Pot the Physicia n, and Master Cloyburne the 
Surgian, but much prnussias was very badly conditioned, 
nay the Hogs would not eat that Core they brought, w hich 
WAS 2 reat cause of their sicknesse and mortality, and what- 
soeuer is said against the Virginia Corne, they finde it doth 
better nourish than any prouision is sent thither: the Sailers 
still they complaine are much to blame for imbesling the pro- 
uisions sent to priate men, killing of Swine, and disorderly 
trucking; for which some order w ould be taken. 

In them nine Ships that went with Sir Francis /Vyat not 
one Passenger died, at his arriuall he sent Master b hegpe to 
Opechancanougi, whom hee found much satisfied with his 
comming, to confirme their leaguesas he had done his Prede- 
cessors, and so contented his people sheuld coinhabit amongst 
them, and hee found niore motions of Religion in him than 
could be imagimed: euery man betaking himselfe to his (juar- 
ter, it was ordred, that for euery head they shouid plant but 
1000. Plants of Tobacco, and vpon each plant fe leaues, 
which will be about 100, weight, the Corne being appointed 
but at two shillings and six pence the busheil, required such 
labour, it caused most men neglect it, and ire ypon trade; 
Where were it rated at ten shillings the bushell, euery man 
wonld indenour to haue plenty to sell to the new commers,

or any that wanted, and seldome any is transported from £1- 
gland, but it standeth in as much, besides the hazard and 
other necessaries, the Ships might transport of that borden. 
The 22. of Neuember arriued Master Gooktn out of frelend, 

with fifty men of his owne, and thirty Passengers, exceeding- 

ly well furnished with all sorts of prouision ‘and cattle, and 
planted himselfe at Nupors newcs: the Cotten trecs ina yeere 
grew so thicke as ones arine, and so high as aman: here 
any es that is planted doth prosper.so well as in no place 
better. For the mortality of the people accuse not the place, 

for of the old Planters and the families scarce one of twenty 
miscarries, onely the want of necessaries are the occasions of 
those diseases. And so wee will conclude this yeere with 
the shipping and numbers sent. Ovt of the Councels Letters

This yeere was sent one and tw enty ae of Ships that 
imployed more than 400, sailers and 1300 men, women and 
children: of diuers faenlties, with fourescore cattell; the Tiger 
fell in the Turkes hands, yet safely escaped, and DY the re- 
turne of f their letters from t thence, the company is assured there 
can bee no oe Fon of Mines, Wood and Water for Tron 
than there: and the French men afirme no Country is more 
proper for Vines, Oliues, Slike, Rice and Salt, gute of which

there Was much suing for Patents for Plantations, who prom- 
ised to transport such great multitudes of people: there was 
much disputing concernmg those diuisions, as thouch the 
whole land had beene tco Iittle for them: six and twentie 
obtained their desires. but as yet not past six hath sent thi- 
ther a man; notwithstanding many of them would haue more, 
and are not weil contented; whom] would intreat, and all 
other wranglers, to persue this saying of honest Claudius.

Havtne but ten men meanly provided to plant the Secre- 
taries land on the Easterne shore neere Acomach. Captainc 
Wilcocks plantation, the better to secure and assist each other. 
Sir George Yeurely intending to visit Smiths Ves, fell so sicke 
that he could not, so that he sent me with &stinien Molt 
a French-man, to finde a convenient place to make salt in. 
Not long after Namenacus the King of Pawtuxunt, came to 


“ys to seeke for Thomas Saluage our Interpreter. ‘Thus in- 


sinuating himselfe, he led vs into a thicket, where all sitting 
downe, he shewed vs his naked brest; asking tf we saw any 
deformitie vpon it, we told him, No; No more, said hee, is 
the mside, but as sincere and pure; therefore come freely to 
my Countrie and welcome: which wee promised wee would 
within six weekes aiter. Haumg taken a muster of the com- 
panies tenants, | went to Smiths Iles, where was our Salt- 
house: not farre off wee found a more conuenient piace, and 
so returned to dames towne. 

Being furnished the second time, wee arriued at quo- 
hanock, and conferred with Kiptopeke their King. Passing 
Russels lie and Onaucoke, we arriued at Pawtuxwnt: the 
discription of those places, you may reade in Captaine Siiths 
discoveries, therefore necdlesse to bee writ againe. But

here arriuing at Attoughcomoco the habitation of Namenacus 
and Ff’ amanito, his brother, long wee staied not ere they came 
aboord vs with a brasse Ketile, as bright without as within, 

fal of boyled Oisters. Strict order was giuen nene should 
offend vs, so that the next day f went with the two Kings a 
hunting, to discoucr what 1 could in their confines. Wama- 
nito brought mee first to his house, where hee shewed mee 
his wife and children, and many Corne- fieids; and being two 

miles within the woods a hunting, as the pomnee conducted 
me forth, so the elder brought me home, and vsed me as 
kindly as he could, after their manner. The next day le 
presented me twelve Beuer skinnes and a Canow, which | 


‘requited with such things to his content, that he promised 


to keepe them whilst hee ‘Hued, and burie them with him be- 
ing dead. Hee much wondered at our Bible, but much more 
to heare it was the Law of our God, and the first Chapter of 
Genesis expounded of dam and fue, and simple mariage; 
to which he replyed, hee was like 4. fant in-one tl ing, for he 
neuer had but one te ife at once: but he as all the res magenied 
more willing of other discourses they better vader rstc vod. — 
The next day the two Kings with their peop! e, came aboord 
ys, but brought nothing according to promise; so that ee ne 
Suluage challenged Nainenae cus the breach of three promis- 
es, viz. not in giuing him a Boy, nor oe 1, though they had 
nlentie, nor Mouwlapass a fugitiue, called Robert Marcum, 
that had jiued 5. veeres amongst those northe: ly nations, 

which hee cunningly answered by excuses. /V¥omanato it 

seemes, Was cniltlesse of this falshood, because hee staied 
Anne when the rest were gone. | asked him if he desired 
tobee great and ricL; he answered, They were things all 
men aspired vnto: w nee i told him he should be, if he would 
follow my counsell, so he gaue me two tokens, waich being 
returned ‘by a messencer, should sutlice to make him confi- 
dent the messenger Gould not abuse vs. 

Some things be: ‘ing stolue trom ys, he tooke such order thai 
they were presently ‘restore ed, then we interchanged presenie: 
in all things he much admire ed our disecretions, and gaue vs a 
guide that hee called brother, to conduct ys vp the River: by 
the way we met with atliets 4 ne still tould vs of Alerewin: 
and thouzh it was in October, we found the Countrie very 
hot, and the Core gathered before ours at fames towne.—

ys to Assacamaco, where their King Cessatowap had an old 
quarrell with Ensigne Saluage, but now seeming reconciled, 
went with ys, with another Werowance towards Jlatiapans- 
ent, Where they perswaded vs ashore vpon the point of a 
thicket; but supposing it some trecherle, we returned to our 
boat: farre wee had not gone trom the shore, but a multitude 
of Saluages sallied out of the wood, with all the i] words and 
sienes of hostilitie they could. When wee saw plainly their 
bad intent, wee set the two Werowances at libertie, that all 
this while had line in the Cabbin, as not taking any notice of 
their villanie: because we would conuert them by courtesie. 
Leauing them as we found them, very ciaul and subtill, wee 
returned the same way wee came, to the laughing Kine on 
‘the Easterne shore, who told vs plainly, Namanicus would 
haue allured him into his Countrie, under colour of trade to 
eut his throat. Hee teld vs also Opechankanough had im- 
ployed Onrunimo to kill Saluegze, because he brought the 
trade from him to the Easterne shore, and some disgrace hee 
had done his sonne, and some thirirteene of his people before 
one hundred of those Easterlings in rescuing Zomus Gruues 
whom they would haue sleine, where hee and three more did 
ehallenge the thirteene Camarnhkes to fight, but they durst 
not, so that all those Easterlings so derided them, that they 
eame there no more. 

This Thomas Saluage, it is sixteene yecres since he went 
to Virginia, being a boy, hee was left with Powhatan, for 
Namontacke to learne the language, and as this Author af- 
firmeth, with much honestic and good saccesse hath serued 
the publike: without any public recompence, yet had an ar- 
row shot through his body in their seruice. This laughing 
King at Aecomack, tels vs the land ts not two daies iourney 
oucr in the broadest place, but in some places a man may 
goe in halfe a day, betwixt the Bay and the maine Ocean, 
Where inhabit many peopic, so that by the narrownesse of 
the Land there is not many Deere, but most abundance of 
Fish and kowle. <Atptope his brother rules as his Licute- 
nant, who seeing his younger brother move atiected by the 
people than himseife, freely resigned him the moitie of his 
Countrie, apalying himselfe onely to husbandry and hunting, 
yet nothing neglected in his degree, nor is hee carelesse of 


any thing concernes the state, but as a viguant and faithfull

ereater burden in gouernment, though the lesse honour, 
w here cleane contrary they on the W pane shore, the youn- 
ger beares the charge, and 4 ic elder the dignitie. Those are 

the best husbands of any Saluages we know: for they pro- 
uide Corne to a ue therm all the yeare, yet spare; and the 
other not for halfe the yeare, yet want. ‘They are the most 
eiuill and tracta aie Ae we haue met with, and by little 
stickes will keepe as iust an account of their promises, as by 
atally. In their marriages they obserue a large distance, as 
bi in affinitie and consanguinitie; nor doe they vse that de- 
willish custome in making ‘black Boyes. There may be on 
this shore about two thousand people: they on the West 
would inuade them, but that they want Boats to crosse the 
Bay, and so wot uld foe other Nations, were they not pro- 
tected by vs. Atew of the Westerly Runnagadoes had conspit- 
ed against the laughing King, but fearing their treason was 
discouered, fled to Smiths Mes, where they made a massacre 
of Deere and Hoggs; and thence to Rock ahake betwixt Chis- 
sapecc ke and Nansamund. where they now are seated vnder 
the command of /foyutin, and so | returned to James Towne, 


where I found the gouernment rendered to Sir francis HWyat. 


In February also he ty: seblted tb the South River Chawonock, 
some sixtie miles oucr land, which he found to bea uery fie 
full and pleasant Country, yeelding two haruests in a yeere, 
and found much of the Sitike grasse formerly spoken of, was 
kindly vsed by the peeple, and so returned.

debarred the vse of their peeces; therefore it was disputed 
as a matter of State, whether such as would line amongst 
them should vse them or not, as a bait to allure them; or at 
least sucu as should bee called to the knowledge of Christ 
but because it was a great trouble fer all causes to be broucht 
to dames ‘Towne for a triall, Courts were appointed in con- 
uenient places to releeue them: but as they can make no 
Lawes in Virginia till they be ratified here; so they thinke 
it but reason, none should bee inacted here without their 
consents, because thev onely feele them, and must liue vnder 
them. Sil they co aplall ne for want of Corne, but what 
must be had by ‘Trade, ‘apd how vawilling any Officer when 
he leaueth his place, is to make good his Thumber of men to 
his Successor, but many of en eae their times to help 
themselues, vndoes the Company: or the seruants you al- 


low them, or such as they hire, a plant on their priuate 


Lands, not vpon that belonget h to their office, which crop 
alwaies exceeds yours, besides those which are your tenants 
to halfes, are forced to row them vp and downe, whereby ooh 
you and they lose more then halfe.

our Vtter extirpation, which God of his mercy (by the meanes 
of one of themselues conuerted to Chr: istianitie) prewer nted, 
and as well on the Friday morning that fatall day, being ‘hie 
two and tweniieta of March, as also in the even: ine before, 
as at other times they came vnarmed into our houses, w ith 
Deere, Lurkies, Fis Bk “nti and other prouision s to sell vs, 
yea in some places sat downe at breakfast with our people, 
whom humediately with their owne tooles they slew nmirost 
barbarously, not sparing either age or Sex, man woman or 
childe, so sudden in their execution, that few or none diseern- 
ed the weapon or blow t that brougnt them to destruction: In 
which manner also they slew many of our people at seuerall 
works in the fields, well knowing in what places and quar- 


‘ters each of our men were, in regard of hae fannliaritie 


with vs, for the efleeting tat great master-peece of worke 
their conuersion; and by this meanes fell that fatail morning 
vider the bloudy and barbarous hands of that perfidious and 
inhumane peopie, three hundred forty seuen men, women 
and children, most by their owne weapons, and not being 
content with their lines they fell againe vpon the dead bo- 
dies, ake as well as they coulda fresh murder, defacing, 
dragging, and mangling their dead carcasses into many pee- 
ces, and carrying some parts away in derision, with base and 
brutish triumph. ) | 

Neither yet did these heasts spare those amongst the rest 
Well knowne vato them, trom w rhom they had daily receiued 
many benefits, but spitefully also massacred them without 
any remorse of pitie: being in this more fell then Lions and 
Dragons, as Histories record, which haue preserued their 
Benabicie such is the force of ood deeds, though done to 
cruel] bodes: to take humanitie vpon them, but these miscre-- 
ants put on a more vnnaturall brutishnesse _ beasts, as by 
those instances may appeare. 

‘That w eiths religious Gentleman M. George Thorp, De- 
puty to the Coll lewe I: unds, sometimes one of his Maiesties 
Pensioners, and in command one of the principall in Firginea, 
iid so truly afiect their conuersion, that whosoeuer vnder 
a did them the least displeasure, were punished severely. 

ile thought nothing too heute for them, he neuer denied 
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them «ny thing, in so much that when they com iplaine dd that 
our Mastiues did feare them, he to content them in all things, 


‘caused some of them to be killed in their presence, to the 


great displeasure of the owners, and would haue had all the 
rest cuelt to make them the milde vinight he haue had his 
will The Kine dwelling but in a Cott: ge, he built him a 


faire house after the Enelisi bh fashion, in which he tooke sucn 


pleasure, especiaily 10 the locke and key, which he so ad- 


mired, as locking and viloc! king hts doore a hundred times a 


day, he thought ne denice im the world comparable to it. 
Thos: insie quating himselfe into this Kings fauour for his 
religious purpose, he conferred oft with him about Religio a” 
as many other in this former Discourse had done, an d thi 
Pagan confessed to him as he did to them, our God was bet: 
hea theirs, and seemed to ti much pleased with that 
Discourse, and of his company, and to requite all those cour- 
tesies; yet this viperous hrood did as the sequell shewed, not 
onely murder him, but with such spight and scorne abused 
his dead corps as is vnfitting to be heard with ciuill eares.— 
One thing I cannot omit, that when this good Gentleman 
ypon thi s fatall houre, was warned} by hisman, who perceiumg 
some (reachery intended by those hell-hounds, to looke to 


himselfe, and withall ran away for feare he should be appre- Z 


hended, and so saued his owne life: yet bis Master out of his 

good meaning was so void of suspition and full of Solids ace, 
they had slaine him, or he could or would beleeue they would 
hurt him. Captaine Nathaniel Ba one of the first Vlan- 
ters, a valiant Souldie r, and not any inthe Countrey better 
knowne amongst them; yet such was the error of an ouer- 
conceited power and prosperitic, and their simplicities, they 
not cnely slew bim aud his family, but butcher-like h asled 
their bodies, and cut off his head, to expresse their vttermost 
height of cruelty. Another of the oie company of Captaine 
Smith, called Nuthanieil Causie, being cruelly wounded, and

same time they came to one Master Harisons house, neere 


~halfe a mile from Baldwines, where was Master Thomas 


Fiamer with six men, and eichteeue or nineteene women and 
children. Here the S alge with many presents and faire 
perswasions, fained they came for Capt. Adlfe Hamer to 20 
to their King, then Pinch in the woods, presently they sent 
to him, but he not comming-as they expected, set fire of a 
‘Vobacco-house, and then came to tell them in the dwelling 
house of it to quench it; all ( the men ran towards it, but Mas- 
ter Hamer not suspecting apy thing, whom the. Saluaces 
pursued, shot them fall of arcowes, then beat out their braines. 
or ner hauing finished a letter hee was a writing, tollowed 

fter to see what was the matter, but quickly they shot an 
arrow in his backe, which caused him returne and barvicado 
vp the doores, whereupon the Saluages set fire on the heuse. 
Havisons Boy finding his Masters peece loaded, discharged 
it at Bde at Ww hich bare report the Saluages all fled, 
Paidwin stil discharging iris peece, and Mir Hamer with two 
aud twventie peas thereby got to his house, leauing their 
owne burning, In like manner, they had fired Lieutenant 
Basse his house, with all the rest there about, slaine the peo- 
ple, and so left tuat Plantation. ; 
Captaine Huimer all this while not knowing any thing, 
comming to his Brother that had sent for him to go hunt 
with che Kine, meeting the Saluages chasing eich yet. es- 
caped, retired to his new house then a building, from whence 
he came; there oncly with spades, axes, and brickbats, he 
defended himselfe and his ¢ Company till the Saluages de part- 


ed. Not long after, the’ Master from the ship lea sent SIN 


Musketiers, with w hich he recovered their Merchants store- 
house, Where he armed ten more, and so with thirtie more 
vrarmed workmen found his Brother and the rest at Bald- 
wins: Now seeing ail they had was burnt and consumed, 
they repaired to fumes Towne with their best expedition: 
yet not far from Alartins hundred, where sewenty three were 
slaine, was a little house and a smail family, that heard not 
of any of this tll two daies after. 
All those, and many others whom they haue as malictous- 
ly murdered, sought the good of those poore brutes, that thus 
despising Gods mercies, must needs now as misereants be 
corrected by lustice: to which lcauing | them, I will knit toge- 
ther the thread of this discourse. At the time of the massacre,

there were three or foure ships in James River, and one 
in the next, and daily more to come in, as there did within 
fourteese daies after, one of which they indeuoured to haue 
surprised: yet were the hearts of the “English euer stupid, 
and averted fromr beleeuing any thing might weaken he

plosed Be plot, saued the rest, a: the » Pionace then in Pa- 
mavike s River, ¥ vhereof (say they) though our sinnes made 
¥S ie of so glorious a conuersion, yet ‘his infinite wWis- 
dome can neuerthelesse bring it to passe, and in good time, 
by such meanes as we thinke most vali kely: for in the deli- 
uery of them that suruiue, no mans particular carefulnesse 
saued one person, but the mebie goodnesse oi God himselte, 
jreely and miraculously preseruing whom be Le 

The Letters of Master George Sands, a worthy Gentle- 
man, and many others besides them returned, brought vs this 
vnwelcome news, that hath beene heard at large in jletes 
Court, that the indians and they hued as one Nation, vet by 
a genetall combination in one day plotte ed to subuert the 
whole Colony, and at one ane though our seuerall Plan- 
tations were one hurdred and fortie miles Vpon the Rave ron 
both sides. 

, Pe for the better vnderstanding of all things, you must 

emember these wilde naked natives liue not i great numbers 
Bes but dispersed, comnronly in thirtie, fortie, hittie, or 
sixie In acempany. Some places haue two hundred, fe a 
places more, but many les sse; yet they had all warning 2iuen 
thera one from another i 0 their habitations, though farre 
asuader, to meet at the ie and houre appomted for our des: 
truction at al our seucrall Plantations: some directed to one 
plece, some to another, all to be done at the time appointed, 
wWaich they die accordingly: Some entring their houses vader 
colour of trading, so tooke their aduantage; others drawing 
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rs abroad vnder faire pretences, and the rest suddenty falling 
pat those that were at their labours. 
Six of the counsell suffered vnder this treason, and the 


slaughter had beene vniversall, if God had not put it into the 


heart of an Indian, who yng. in tne bouse of one Pace, was 


vrged by another Indian his Brother, that lay with him 
the night before to kill Pace, as he should doe Pp erry W hich 
was his friend, being so commanded from their King: telling 
him also how the next day the execution should be. “finished: 

Perrys. Ind Zan present y arose aN id reueales it to Pace, that. 
vsed him as his sonne; and thusthem that escaped was saued 
by this one conuerted a dell. And though three hundred 
fortie seuen were slaine, vet thousands of ours were by the 
meanes of this alone thus eee rued, for which Gods name be 
praised for euer and euet 

Pace vpon this, secu “ing his house, before day rowed to 
lames Towne, aud to ld tne Gouernor of it, whereby they 
were preueuted.and at such other Plantations as possibly intel - 
ligence could be giuen: and where they saw vs vpon our guard 
at the sight of a peece they ranne away; but the rest were 
most slaine, their houses burnt, such Armes and Munition 
as they found the sy tooke away, and some cattell also they 
destroied. Since wee finde O Jnechunkanough the last yeare 
had practised with a King on the Easterne shore, to furnish 
him with a kind of poisos a, Which onely ercwes in his Coun- 
try to poison vs. But of this pleudy acte neuer griefe and 
shame possessed any people mere then themselues, to be 
thus butchered by so naked and cowardly a people, who dare 
not stand the presenting of a staffein manner of a peece, nor 
an ynecharged peece in the hands of a woman. (Sut i must 
tell all those Authors, though some might be thus cow ardly, 
there were many of them had beiter spirits.) 

Taus haue you heard the particulars of this massacre, 
which in those res pects some say will be good for ti ie Plnas 
tation, because now we liaue iust caiise to destroy thei hy 
ll meanes possible: but [ thinke it had beene mich better 
it had neuer happene ed, for they haue giuen vs an hundred 
times as iust occasions lone azo to subiect them, (and i won- 
der I can heare of none but Master Siockhua and Master 
Witttaker of my opinion.) Moreouer, where before we were 
troubled im clearing the ground of great ‘Limber, which was 
tu them of small. yse: now we may take their owne plaine 
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fields and Habitations, which are the pleasantest places in 
the Countrey. Besides, the Decre, Turkies, and other 


_ Beasts and Fowle will exceedinely increase if we beat Lie 


Saluages out ef the Countrey, for at all times hg the yee 


they never spare Male nor Female, old nor youn z egges nor 
birds, fat nor leane, in season nor out of season aan them 
allis one. ‘The like they did in our Swine and Goats, for 


they heme ead to a eight in ten more then we, or else the 
wood would most pie ntifully abound with victuall; besides it 
is more easie to ciuilize them by Sunes est then faire meanes; 
for the one may be made at once, but their cimlizine will 
ee along time and much industry. The manner how

ie) : And he haue twenty examples of the Spaniards how 
they got the fest-Indies, and forced the trecherous and re- 


bellious Infidels to doe all manner of drudgery worke and 
slauery for them, themselues liuing hke Souldiers vpon the 
fruits of their labours. ‘his will make vs more circumspect, 
and be an example to posteritic: (But I say, this might as 
well haue becue put in practise sixteene yeeres agoe as now i) 

Thus vpon this Auuill shall wee now beat our selues an 
Armour of proofe hereafter to defend vs against such incur- 
sions, and euer hereatter make vs more circumspect: but to 
hel pe to repaire this losse, besides his Maiesties bounty in 
Armes he gaue the Company out of the Tower, and divers 
other Honorable persons haue renewed their a aduentures, Wwe 
yaust not omit ibe Honorable Citie of London, to whose 
endlesse praise wee may speake it, are now setting forward 
one hundred posisous, and diners others at their owne costs 
are a repairing, and all good men doe thinke neuer the worse 
of the businesse for all these disasters. 

What growing state was there ever in the world which 
had not thelike? Home grew by oppression, and rose vpon 
the back of her enemies: and the Spaniards haue had many 
of those counterbufies, more than we. Coluwinbus, vpon his 
returne from the /West-fndies into Spaine, hauing lett his 
people with the /ndies, in peace and promise of sood vsage 
amongst em af lis retarne backe found not ene of them 
lining, but all treacherously slaine by the Saluages. Afte 
this againe, wien the Spanish C ‘olonies were iicreased to 
great uumbers, the /adians from whom the Spaniards for 
trucking stuife vsed to hate all their cerne, generali¢

' conspired together to plant no more at all, intending there eby 
t- to famish them; themselnes liuing in the meane time ypon 
: Cassaua, aroot to make bread, onely then knowne to them-

foolishiv depended 5 "por iT strangers fo yy their bread, tooke such 
effect, and brought them to “such misery by the rage of 
hae that they “spared no vucleane nor loathsome beast. no 

rot the poisonous and hideous Serpents, but eat them vp also, 
deuleiiite one death to saue ae from another: and ~ this 
acanes their whole € -olony well-neere surfeted, sickned and 


died miserably, and when they had againe recovered this

losse, by their tucontinency an infinite number of then» di- 
ed on the Indian disease, we cail the French Pox, which at 
first bemg a strange and an ynknowae malady, vas doadly 
vpon W bor asoeuer it lighted: then had they a little flea ecalied 
Nigua which got betweene the skinue and the flesh betore 
they were aware, and there bred and multiplied, making 
swellings and putriactions, to the decay and losse of many 
of their bodily members. 

Againe, divers mes they were. neere vndone by their am- 
bition, faction, and malice of the Commanders. Columbus, 
to whom they were also much Bree n, Was sent with lis Bro- 
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ther in chaines into Sp tine: and some other great Commanders 
: ih ee Peek Pe peat 
t killed and murdered one another. izzaro was killed by Al- 
magros sonne, and him Vasco Gehieatied: which Vasco was ta- 
ken bY Glasco, and Blascowas UESTie ¢ taken by Pizzaros Bro- 
ther: Andthus by their couetous and spightfull quarvels, they | 
were ever shakin: ener maine pillars of che eir Comimon-weale. 


These and many more mischiefes and calamities hapned them, 
more then euer did to vs, and at one time being euen at ae 
last gaspe, had two sh: ope nee arriued with supplics as they 


did, ihe y y ere so disheartued, tne y. sear ‘aulne the eee 
trey: yet we see for all ee miseries sae haue attaied to 
their ends at last, as is manifest toa al the world, bow: with 


honour, power, and wealth: and whereas before few could 
be hired to goe to inhabit there, now with great sute they 
must obtaie it; but where there was no honesis nor equity, 
nor sanctitie, nor veritic. nor pletie, nor got od ciuilitie in “such 
a Countrey, certainly es ean bee no stapilitic. 

Therefore Jet vs not be discourage d, but rather animated 
by those conclusion:, seeing we ay so well assured of the 
foodnesse and comp ouities m ay hee had in Fi gine, Nor IS 
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74 Fhe manner hew the Spaniard gets his wealth. 


it to be much deubied there is any want of Mines of most 
sorts, no not of the richest, as is well knowne to some yet 
Haine that can make it manifest when time shall serue: and 


yet to thinke that gold and siiuer Mines are in a country 


otherwise most rich and fruitfull, or the greatest wealth in 
Plantation, is buta popular error, as is that opinion likewise, 
that the gold and siiuer is now the greatest wealth of the 
West Indies at this present. True it is indced, that in the 
first conquest the Spaniards got great and mighty store of 
treasure from the Natiues, which they in long space had. 
heaped together, and in those times the Indians shewed them 
entire sad: rich Mines, which now by the relations of them 
that haue beene there, are exceed lingly wasted, so that now 
the charge of getting those Metals 1s growne excessive, be- 
sides the consuming the lies of many by their pestilent smoke 
and vapours in digging and refining them, so that all things 
considered, the cleere gaines of those metals, the came part 3 
detraied, tothe Adueuturers is but small, and nothing ne 
so much. as vulgarly is imagined; and were it not for other 
rich Commodities there that Tee fe them, those of the Con- 
traction house were neuer able to subsist by the Mines onely; 
for the greatest part of their Commodities are partly paturall, 
and partly transported from other parts of the world, and 
planted inthe MWest- dudes, as in their mighty wealth of Su- 
garcanes, being first tra nsported from the Canaries; and in 
Ginger and other things brought out of the East-Jndies, in 
their Cochanele. Indicos, Coiton, and their infinite store of 
Hides, Quick-siluer, Allum, Woad, Brasill woods, pales, 
Vaints, Tobacco, Gums, Balmes, Oiles, } Medicinals and Per- 
fumes, Sassaparilla, and many other physicall drugs: These 
ure tle meanes whereby they raise that mighty charge of 
drawing out their gold and siluer to the great and cleare re- 
uenue of their King. Now se emg the most of those com- 
modities, or as ysefull, may be had in V2 guid by the same 
meanes, as I haue formerly said; let. vs with all 

the priority of time, where also may be bs the priority of 
placing in chusing the best seats of the Country, which now 
by vanqu ishing the saluages, is like to offer a more faire and 
ample choice of fruitful habitations, then hitherto our gentle- 
nesse and faire comporunents could attaine vato.

Boats, it was impossible vpou such a ‘sudden to bring also 
their cattle, and many other things, which with much time. 
charee and laboar they had then in possession with them; 
all which for the most itiatt at their de parture was burnt, 
ruined and destroyed by the Saluages. Or ily Siaster Goo- 
kins at Nuports-news would not obey the € ommnanc ers con- 
mand in that, though he had scarce ie and thirty of all 
sorts with him, yet he thoueht himselle sufficient against 
what could happen, and so did to his great credit and the 
oh tent of his Aduenturers.

lo; nS, Interpreters, Men and promisions to performe it, and 
those t that haue, vse them onely for their owne priuate g wale, 
not the publicke good, so that our beginning this yeere doth 
cause many to dis strust the enent of the next. Here wee will 
Jeaue Capt: une Nuse for a while, lamenting the death of 
Captaine Norton, a valiant industrious Gentlemea, adorned 
EVs 
which for the pu blike rood he freely imparted to all gratis, 
but most bountifully to the poore; and let vs speake a little 
3 as OF aptaine Croshaw amongst the midst of those broiles in 


an the River of Puag omeke. 


Being ina small Bar ke ols the Elizabeth, vader the 
command of Captaine Spilmun, at Cekacawone, a Saluage 
stole aboord them, and told sheth of the Massacre, and that 
= gechankanough had plotted with bis King and Country to 
etray them also, W hich they refused, but - them of Wig oe 
comeco at the mouth of the rites had vndertaken ifs ‘vpon 
this Spilman went thither, but the Saluages seeing his 
men so vigilant and well armed, they suspecied themselves 
discouered, and to colour their cuilt, the better to delude 
Him, so contented his desire in trade, his Pinnace was necre 
fraught; but seeing no more to be had, Croshaw went to Pa- 
taiwortek, where he intended to stay and trade for himseltfe, 
by reason of the long acquaintance he had with this King 
that so earnestly entreated him now to be his friend. his 
eountenancer, his Captaine, and director against the Puzati- 
cuns, the Nucotchtunks, and Moyaons his mortall enemies. 
OF this opport tunity Croshaw was glad, as well to satisfie his 
owne desire in some other purpose he had, as to keepe the 
King as an opposite to Opechancanough, and adhere aim 
vnto vs, or at least make him an instrument against our ene- 
mies; so onely Adis fill stayed with him, and the Pinnace 
returned to Elizabeths City; here shall they rest also a little, 
till we see how this newes was entertained in Lngland., 

It was no small grief to the Councell and Company. to 
vuderstand of such a apnea impossible losse, as that. so 
many should fall by the hands of men so concemptble; and 
yet hauing such warnings, especially by the death of Ve. 
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Lhe proiect of Captaine lohn Smith. ig 


nattanow, whem the Saluages did thinke was shot-free, as 
he had perswaded them, hauing so long escaped so many 
dangers without any hurt. Dut new to leape out of this la- 
byrinth of melancholy, all this did not so discour age the no- 
bie aduenturers, nor divers others still to vudertake new se- 
uerali Plantar tions, but that diuers ships were dispate hed away, 
for their simp pplies and assistance inoue! it sul ficient. Yet 
Captaine Sith did intreat and moue them to put i practice 
his old offer, seeing now it was time to vse both it and him, 
how sienderly heretofore | both had beene regarded, and be- 
cause itis not impertinent to the businesse, it Is not muck 
amisse to remember what it was.

Ir you please I may be transported with a handred Soul- 
diers and thirty Sailers by the next Michaelmas, with victuall, 
munition, and such nec cessary prouision, by Gods assistauce, 
we would endeuour to miorce the Saluages to leaue their 
Country, or bring them in that feare and subjection that eue- 
ry man should follow their businesse securely, whereas now 
halfe their times and labours are spent in watching and ward- 
ing, onely to defend, but altogether vnable to suppresse the 
Saluages, because euery nan now being for himselte will be 
vnwilling to be drawne from their particular labours, to be 
made as pack-horses for allthe rest, without any certainly 
of some better reward and preferment thea i can vnderstand 
any there can or will yet gine them. | 

"These I would imploy one ly in ranzing the Countries, and: 
tormenting the Saluages, and that ey should be as a run- 
hing Army till this were = ted, and then settle tchemselues 
in some such couenient place, " at si cal euer remaine a ga- 
rison of that strength, ready vpon any eccasion against the 
Saluages, or any other for the defence of the Countrey, and 
to see ali the Enelish well armed, aud instruct them their 
vse.

Towards the charge, because it is for the generall good, 
and what by tlie massacre and other accidents, Virginia is 


disparaged, and many men and their purses much discourag- 


ed, how cuer a great many doe hasten to goe, thinking to bee 
next heres to ail the former losses, i teare they will not finde 
all things as thev doe imagine; therefore leaving those guided 
conceits, and diue into the true estate of the Colony; lthinke 
if bis Maivstie were truly informed of their necessitie, and 
the benefit of this proiect, he would be pleased to giue the 
eustome of came and the Planters-also according to their 
abilities would adde thereto such a coutribution, as w ould 
be fit to maiitaine this garison ull they be able to subsist 
or cause some such other collections to be made, as'may put 
it with all exnedition in practice; otherwise it is much to be 
doubted, there will neither come custome, nor any thing from 
thence to Lagland within these few yeares.

] CANNOT ay it Was ge nerally for the Company, f or being 
publish: -d in their Court, the most that heard it liked exceed. 
ing well of the MOLlOon, and some would haue been very large 
Aduenturers in it, especially Sir fohn Brookes and Master 
Dawid Wyfhin, te there were such diuisions amongst them, 
I couid obtaine no answer but this, the charge would be too 
great; their stocke was decay ec, and they did thinke the Plan- 
ters should doe that of themselues if I could ae meanes to 
effect it; they did thinke I might haue leaue of the Comp any 
prowided they might haue halle the pillage, but ] thinke ther 
are not many will much striue for that imploi ment, for a oe 
it be a little Corne at some time of the yeere is to he had, : 
would not cine twenty pound for all the pillage is to he got 
amongst the Saluages in twenty yeeres: but because they 
supposed I spake o1 aly for my owne ends, it were good those 
vnderstand prouidents for the Companies good they so much 
talke of, were sent thither to make triall of their profound 
wisdomes and long experiences. 

About this time also was propounded a proposition con- 
cerning a Sallery of hue and twenty thousand pounds to be 
raised out of Tobacco, as a yeerly pension to bee paid to 
certaine Officers for the erecting of a new office, concerning 
the sole importation of ‘Tobacco, besides his Maibaties cus- 


tome, fraught, and all other charges. ‘To nominate the vn- 


ie fauourers and opposers, “with their arguments (pro) 
and om would bee too tedious and needlesse being so pub- 
hkely knowne; the which to establish, spent a subi part of 
that yeere, and the beginning of the next. This made ma- 
ny thinke wonders of Virginia, to pay such pensions extra- 
ordinary to a few here that were neuer there, and also in 
What state and pampe some Chiettaines and dines of their 
associates liue ‘in Virg via, and yet no money to maintaine a 
Garrison, pay poore a hn their w ages, Nor yet fiue and twen- 
tv pence to ail the aduenturers here, and very little to the

most part of their Planters there, bred such differences in opt- 


union it was dissolued. 


Now let vs returne to Captaine Croshaw at Patawomek, 
where he had. uot beene long ere Opechancanough sent two 
baskets ef beads to this King, to kill him and his man, assur- 
ing him of the Massacre he had made, and that before the 
end of two Moones there should not be an Englishinan in ail 
their Countries: this fearfull message the King fold this 
Captaine, who replied, he had seene both the cowardise and 
trechery of Opechancanoug h sufficiently tried by Captaine 
Smith, therefore his threats he feared not, nor|for his fauour 
cared, but would nakedly fight with him or any of bis with their 
owne swords; if he were slainc, he would jJeaue a letter for 
his Country men to know, the fault mis his owne, not the 
Kings; two daies the King deliberated vpon an answer, at 
last told him the English were his friends, and the Saluage 
Emperour Op: ‘tchupam now called Toyatan, was his brother. 
therefore there should be no bloud shed betwixt them, so hee 
returned the Presents, willing the Pamavukes to come no 
more it his Conan lest the English, though against hi 
will, should doe them any mischiefe. 

Not long alter, a a Boat going abroad to seeke out some re- 
leefe amongst the Plantations, | by es news met such ill 
weathe:, though the men were saued they lost their boat, 
which the storme and waues cast ¥pon the shore of Nandsa- 
mund, Where Edward IVaters one of the three that first stayed 
in Summer Iles, and found the great peece of Amber-greece, 
dwelling in Pu ngteg at this eee hee and his wife these 
Nandsamunds kept prisoners tll it chanced they found this 
Boat, at which purchase they so reioyeed, according to their 
custome of triurs nph, with songs, dances and inuocations,-the ey 
were so busied, that Haters ‘and his wife found opportunity

to ect secretly in their Canow, and so crossed the Riuer to 


Kecoughtan, which is nine or ten miles, whereat the English 
no lesse wondred and retoyeed, then the Saluages were mad- 
ded with disconteat. ‘Thus you may see how mauy despe- 
rate dangers some men escap2, When others die that haue all 
things at their pleasure. 

All men thinking Captaine Croshaw dead, Captaine ei 
mar arriuing with a Ship anda Pinnace at Patawomeke, was

had none, but the Wacotchtanks and their contederats had, 
which were enemies both to im and them; if they ould 
fetch it, he would giue them -10. or 50 ¢ ee Bow-meu to 
conduct and assist them. ‘hose Saluages with some of the 
Enetish they sent, who so well oe ed: their parts, they slew 
18. of the Nacotchtanks, some write but +. and some they 
had a lone skirmish with them; where the Patawomehs 
were so eager of reuenge, sie driue them not onely out of 
their towne, but all out of sig cht through the woods, thus tak- 
ing what they liked, and sp soiling the rest, they retired to 
Patawomek, where they lett Captaine Croshaw, with foure 
men more, the rest set saile for fames towne. Captaine 
Croshaw now with five men and himselfe found night and 
day se ma ny Alarums, he retired into such a conucnient place, 
that with the helpe of the Saluages, hee had quickly fortif- 
ed himselfe against all those wilde enemies. Caq ptaine Nuse 
his Pinnace meeting Hamar by the way Madera. ding all 
this, came to see Captaine Croshuw: after their best en 
changes of courtesies, Croshaw writ to Nuse the estate of 
the place where he was, but Roig pita ing by them the 
poore estate of the Colony, offered if they w vould send him 
but a bold Shallop, with men, armes and prouision for trade, 
the next Haruest he would prouide them Come sufficient, 
but as yet it being but the latter end of Tune, there was litle 
or none in all the Country. 7 : 

This being made knowne to the Gouernour and the rest, 
they sent Captaine Aludyson with a ship and pinnace, and 
some six and thirtie men: those Croshaw a good time taught 
the vse of their armes, but receiuing a letter from Doyse his 
Wife, a prisoner with nineteene more at Pamaruke, to vse 
meanes te the Gouernour for their libertic; So hee dealt 
with this King, hee got first two of his great men to goe with 
him to James oneie and eight daics after to send foure of 
his counsell to Pamavuke, there to stay till he sent one of 
his twe to them, to perswade Opachankanough to send two 
of his with two of the Pataivomekes, to treat about those 
prisoners, and he should remaine their hostage at Pumavuke; 
but the Commanders, at /aines towne, it scemes, liked nat 
of it, and so sent the Patawomekes backe againe to their 
owne Countrie, and Captaine Croshaw to his owne habi- 
tation. 
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griefe to himselfe, then sorrow to his Wile and all vuder

All this time we haue forgot Captaie Nuse, where we 
left him but newly acquainted with the Massacre, calling all 
his next adioyning dispersed neighbours together, he regarded 
not the pestring his owne house, nor any thing to releeue 
them, and with all speed entrenched himselfe, mounted three 
peece of Ordnance, so that within 14. daics, he was strong 
enough to defend himselfe from all the Saluages, yet when 
victuall grew se ant, some that would forrage w ithout oder, 
which he punished, neere occasioned a mutiny. Notwith- 


standing, he behaued bimselfe so fatherly and kindly to them 
ali. they built two bouses for them he “Gaily expected from 


England, a faire Well of fresh water mantled wath bricke, 
because the Riuer and Cricks are there brackish or salt: in 
all which things he plaied the Sawyer, Carpenter, a 
Laborer, or any thing; whe rein theugh his courage and heart 
were steeled, he found his body was not made of lron, for 
hee had many sicknesses, and at last a Dropsie, no lesse 

his 
gouernnent. ‘These crosses and losses were no smiali increa- 
sers of his malady, nor the Laus abandoning our Plantations, 
the losse of our Haruest, and also Tobacco which was as 
our money; the Vineyard our Vineyetours. had brought to a 
good forwardnesse, bruised and destroyed with Deere, and 
all things ere they came to perfection, with weeds, disorderly 
persons or wild beasts: so that as we are i cannot perceine 
but the next yeere will be worse, being still tormented with 
pride and flattery, idlencsse and couetousnesse, as though 
they had vowed heere to keepe their Court with all the pes- 
tilent vices inthe world for their attendants, Inchanted with 
a conceited statelinesse, cuen in the very bottome of misera- 
ble senselesnesse. 

Shortly after, Sir George Yeurly and Captaine Wiliam 
Powel, tooke each of thema company of well disposed Gen- 
tlemen and others to secke their enemies. Yearley ranging 
the shore of fVeenock, could see nothing but their old hou- 
SES eee he burat, aud went home: sowed searching ano- 
ther part, found them all Hed but three he met by chance, 
Whose heads he cut off, burnt ed houses, and so returned; 
for the Saluazes are so light aud swilt, though wee see them 


(being so loaded with armour) they haue much aduantage of 
VS though they be cowards.

I confesse this 1s true, and it may cause some suppose they 


‘are srown inuincible: but will any goe to catch a Hare with 


a Taber anda Pipe? for who knows not though there be 
monsters ut of men and beasts, fish and fowle, yet the 
ereatest, the strongest, the wildest, crucilest, fiercest aud cun- 
ningest, by reason, art and vigilancy, courage and industry 
hat h} beene slaie, subiected or made tame, and those are still 
but > saluages as they were, onely growne more bold by our 
owne sim: nlicities, and still will be worse and w orse til] they 
be rormented with a continuall pursuit, and not with lying 3 in- 
closed within Palizedoes, or aff righting them out of your 
siohts, thinking they haue done well, can but defend them- 
selues: and to doe this to any purpose, will require both 
charge, patience and experience. but to their proceedings. 
About the latter end of June, Sir George Yearley acconpa- 
nied with the Councell, and a number of the ereatest Gal- 
lants in the Land, stayed three or foure daies with C: aptaine 
Nuse, he ma aking lis moane toa chiefe man amongst them 
for want of proutsion for his Company, the great Comman- 
der replied hee should turne them to his greene Corne, which 
would make them plump and fat: these tields being so neere 
the Fort, were better regarded and preserved then the rest, 
but the great mans command, as we call them, was qu uick Ly 
obeied, for though it was searce halfe growne elther to the 
greatnesse or goodnesse, they deuoured it greene though it 
did them small good. Sir George with his com pany went 
to Accoimack to ne new Plantation, Where he star a neere 
six weekes; some Corne he brought home, but as he aduen- 
tured for himselfe, he accordingly enioyed Met benefit: some 
pety Magazines came this Summer, but either the restraint by 
Proclan mation, or Want of Boats, or both, caused few but the 
Chieftaines to be little better by them. So lone as Captaine 
Nuse had any thing we had part: but now all being spent, 
and the people forced to live vpon Oisters and Crabs, they 
hecame so faint no worke could be done: ae where the Law 
Was, no worke, no meat, now the case is al Here ad, to no meat; 
no worke; some smail qu: antity of Milke and Rice the Cap- 
taine had of bis ow ne, aud that he would distribute gratis as 
he saw occasion; | say gratis, for | know no place else, but 
it was sold for ready paiment: those eares of Corne that had 
escaped till August, though not ripe by reason of the late 
planting, the very D ozs did repaire to the Core fields to

protest before God is true that I haue related, not to flatter 
Nuse, nor condemne any, but all the time I haue lived in 
Pirginia, | haue not seene nor heard that any Commander

God neuer to reueale what he w oul id tell him, Poole promis-— 
ed he would not; then quoth this King, those great men that 
went to Pamavuke, went not as you stippose. they pretended, 
but to contract with Opechankanough how to kill you al! 
here, and these are their nlets. 

First, they will procure halfe of you to goe a fishing to 
their furthest towne, and there set ypon them, and cut LF the 
rest; if that faile, they will faine a place where are may 
strangers would trade their Furrres, where they will per- 
ee halfe of you to goe trade, qld there’ murder you and 
kill them at home: and if. this faile also, then they will 
make Alarums two nights together, to tite you out with 
watching, and then set vpon you, yet of all this, said he, 
there is er acquainted but the King and the great Coniurer. 

This being made known to the Capta ain, we all stood more 
punctually vpon our guard, at w hich the Saluages wonder- 
ing, desired to know the cause; we told them we exp ae 
some aan fromthe Pamavukes, whereat the} oe cOf- 
tented, and the next day tile King wenl on fauaine with two 
of our men, and the other a fishing and abroad as ‘be ‘fore, tilt 
our Shallop returned from fumes towne with the two Sale 
ges, sent home with Captaine Croshaw: by those a Go- 
uernour sent to Jdadyson, that this hing ‘should send him 
twelue of his great men; word of th is was sent to the King 
at another towne where he was, who n ot comm fing presently 
with the diessenger, J/adyson conceited hee re oarde d not the 
message, and intended as he supposed the same treason.— 
The next morning the King comming home, being sent for, 
he came to the Captaine and brox cht him a dish of their 
daintiest fruit; then the Captaine fained his returne to /vmes 
towne, the king told him i might if he would, but desired 
not to leaue him destitute of aid, hauing so many enemies

about him; the Captaine told him he would leaue a puard. 


-but intreated his answer concerning the twelue great men for 
.the Gouernour; the king replied, his enemies “lay SO about 


him he could not spare tide then the C oe desired } 
some and one otier; my sonne, said the King, is gone 
abroad about businesse, but the other hes desire. you sail 
haue, and that other sits by him, but that man refused to goe, 
wherevpon Mudyson went forth and leeked the doore, Jeau- 
ing the ee his sonne, and foure Saluages, and flue ieng- 
lish men in the strong house, and setting vpon the towne 
with the rest of his men, slew thirty or forty men, women and 
children; the King demanding the cause, Poole told him the 
treason, crying out to intreat the Captaine cease from stich 
cruelty: but hauing slaine and made flye all in the tow ey 
hee returned, taxing the poore King of ‘treason, who denied 
to the death not to know of any such matter, but s: aid; “Vhis 
js some plot of them that told it, onely to kill mee for being 
your friend.

Euer since the beginning of these Plantations, it hath 
beene supposed the King of Spaine would inuade them, or 
our Enelish Papists tndleuour to dissolue them. But neither 
all the Counsels of co nor Papists in the world could 
haue deuised a better course to bring them all to ruin 1e, then 
thus to abuse their file s, nor conld there euer haue beene 
a better plot, to haue ouerthrowne Opechankanough then 
Captaine Chroshaws, had it beene fully” managed with expe 
dition. But it seemes God is angry to see Virginia Bid 4 a 
stage Where notaing but murder vel indiscretion contends for 
victory.

spoucd what they could. and then fled with what they could 
carry; so that the English did make no slaugnter Piahost 
them for revenge. ‘Their Corne fields bei ing newly gathered, 
they surprized all they ae burnt the houses re malin “do vn- 
burnt, and so departed. Quarteriag about Aecougitua, after 
the Watch was set, Sled! Coliyer one of the most ancicnt- 
est, Planters, and very well acquainted with their lan-

Cnmenanent, and one hundred men mere to haue made 
such another at Aiqu acke vpon the huiger of Loppahanock, 
which 1s not past thirteene miles distant from Cnawmanient: 
each of ge twelue men would keepe, as well as vel 
thousand, and spare ail the rest to bee implore d as the 
shoiid be oceasion.

them, without our consent or kno owled ze: since there haue 
gone more then one hundred ships of other proportions, and 
eight or ten th ere people.

frayed all fraughis, wi aie and Magazines, where- 
by the ships are $0 estred, as occasions much sidlinées > 
diseases and mortality, for though all the Passengers clie 
they are sure of their fraught; and then all must be Satisfied 
with Orations, disputations, excuses and hopes. As for the 
letters of acuice ae m heviee: and their answers thence, they 
are so well written, men would beleeue there were no great 
doubt of the performance, and that all things were wei, to 
which error here they haue beene ever mticl h subiect; and 
there mot to beleeue, or mot to releeue the true and poore es- 
tate of that Colony, whose fruits were commonly spent be- 
fore they were ripe, and this losse is nothing to therm here, 
whose great estates are not sensible of the losse of their ad- 
ventures, and so they thinke, or will not take notice; but it 


is so with all men: but howsoever they thinke or dispose of 


all things at their pleasure, P amsire not my selle orety, but 
a thousaad others haue not onely spent the most of thes 
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estates, but the most part have lost their lines and all, onely 
but to.tgake way for the trial! of more new conclusions, and hie 
that now will adyenture but twelve ae tea shilinigs, shall 
have better respect and as much favour than he taar sixteene 
year ¢ agoe aduentured as much, except he have money as the 
other hath, bat thous gh he haue aduentured fiue hundred 
eae , and spent there neuer so much time, if hee haue no 
more and not able to begim a family of nimselie, all-is lost by 
order ot Court. 

But in the beginning it was not so, all went then out of 
one purse. tll those mew deuices hane consumed both money 
and gue for at first t! ere were but six Patentees. now more 
than a thousand, then but thirteene Counsailors, now not lesse 

: ree not of all, for there are some both

3300. miles, some twenty miles ia length, and not past twe 
miles and a halfe in breadth, enuiraned Ww ith Rocks, which 
to the North-ward, Vest- sward, and South-East, extend fur- 
ther then they haue bin yet well discouered: by reason of 
those Rocks the Country is naturally very strong, for there 
is but two places, and scarce two , vnlesse to them aoe Know 
them well, where shipping 1 ma y sale ie come in, and those 
now are exceeding well fortified, but within is roome to en- 
tertaine a royall Fleet: sae Rocks in most places appeare at 
alow water, neither are they much couered at high, for it 
ebbs and flowes not past he feot; the shore for most partis 
a Hocke, so hardned with the Seats wind and sea, that it 
is Not apt to be worne away with the svaues, whose violence 
iS also broke by the Rocks before shey can come to the shore:

You haue heard, that when Cz uti tinge Smith was Gouernos 
of Virginia, there were nine shios sent with Sir Vhenes 
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But let vs remember how the hes pee to resolue in 
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hatches ; which done, Wit 3 ali expedition they sent Master 
Ra wen, a very sufficient Marmer, with eight more in her te 
Pirginid, to have shipping from thence to fe teh them away ; 
three weekes or a moneth they expected her returne, but te 
this day she was neuer more heard of; ali this time was 
pe nt in searching the Hes: now although Ged still ic ae 

with this abuudance of plenty, yet such was the malice of 
enny or ambition, for all this cocd sertiice done by. Sommers, 
such a great difference fell amougst their Commanders, that 
they lined asunder in this distresse, rather as meere strangers 


then distressed friends: but necessity so commanded, pati- 
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Two ships at this tiie by those seucrall parties were a 
building ; in the meane time two children were borne, the 
boy was calicd Bermudas, the Girle Bermuda, and ahead rst 
all those sorrowes they had a merry English mariage ; the 
forme of those Iles you may sce at large in the Map. of Mr 
Norwood, Where you may plai niv see no place knowne hath 
better walls, nor a i broader ditch. But ee finished and 
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rigged their two new Cedar Ships with such prouisions they 
sale from the Sea-aduenturer they left amongst the Rocks, 
they called the one the Paticace, the other the Delinerance : 
they vse d Lime and Oule; as May did for Pitch and Tar. 
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the suspition they had ef their tudgements, fled into the 
svoods, und there rather desired to end their cates then stand 
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other Matchumps , but some such du merenses fell betweene 
thera, thar achumps slew Nemuntack, and having male a 
Role to bury him, because it was too short, he cut of his legs 
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sa sly arriued: but such was his diligence with 
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and laid them by him, which murder he concealed till he was. 
in Virginic 

The foure and twentieth of the same mnonet they arrived 
in Virginie at jumes towne, where they found but threescore

This 
ship was not long gone but there catne two Spanis sh ships, 
sounding with their Boat, which attempted to come in: but 
from the Kings Castle Master More made but two shot, 
which caused them presently depart. Marke nere the handy- 
worke of the diuine prouidence, for they had but three quar- 
ters of a barrel! of powder, and but one shot more, and the 
pow der by carelesnesse was tumnbled downe ynder the mus- 

sels of the two Beneass were discharged, yet not touched with 
a when they were Soa arged. 

This feare ee ast, appeares another much worse, which

moneths after the returne of their ship sent to the West-In- 
dies: about this vuiwarrantable action, Master Lewes /Tues 
their Preacher was so violent in sopphessiine it, that such dis- 
contents grew betwixt the Gouernors and him, and diujsions 
among the Company, he was arraigned, condemed, and iin-- 
pee but not lone detained beiore released. Then the 

atter fell so hotly againe to. be dispated betwixt him and 
one Master Keath a Scoteh-man, that professes d scholership, 
that made all the people in a great combustion: much adoe 
there was, til at last as they sate in the Church and ready 
to proceed to aindiciary course against Master Hues, sud- 
deuly such an extreme gust of wind and weather so ruffied 
in the trees and Church: some cried ont, A miracle; others, 
it was but an accident common in those Hes, but the noise 
was so terrible it dissolued the assembly: notwithstanding, 
Master Hues was scan imprisoned, and as suddenly dis- 
charged; but those factions were so coniused, and their rela- 
tions SO Variable, ro such vnnecessary circumstaices were 
better omitted then anv more disputed. 

This mans moneth thus ended, begins Master Car ter, 
which was altogether spent in quietnesse, and then Captaine 
Miles Kencall had the rule, whose moneth was also as quietly 
spent as his Predecessors. ‘Then Captaine Mansfield begins

All these but the last were bu- 
ried by “Hilliard in the Sea, for so weake hee was growne 
hee cod not turne him ouer a the rest, whereupon hee 
atapped d him, ripping lis belly with nis knife, throwing his 
bo wels into the water, hee spread k bis body abroad tlted open 
with a Sticke, and so lets it lie as a cisterne to receiue heme 
lucky raine-vater, and this God sent him presently after, so 
shat in one small shoure hee recouered about foure spoon efuls 
of ae water to his vnspeakable refreshment; he also pre- 
serued neere halfe a pint of blood ma shoe, which he did 
sparingly drinke of to moist his mouth: two seuerail dates he 
fed on his flesh, to the poy ofa HONE on the eleuenth 
dav from his losing the sight of land, two flying fishes fals 
in his boat, Whose warme juicie blood hee sucked to his great 
comfort.

an hundred. which they ener visited twice or thrice ina 
night: they also trained vp their dogecs to hunt them, where- 
in they became so expert ie a zaod dog in tivo or three 
houres would kil forty or fifty. Many other deuices they 


__ vsed to destroy ae 1, but could not preuaie, fine ine them 
stil ke ing against them: nay they so deuoured the fruits 
of the earth, that they were destitute of bread for a veere or 
two: so mae when thes y ha d it afterwards, they were so 


waned from it, they eas} iv neglected to cat it with their 
meut. Besides they end euoured so much for the planting 
‘Tobacco for present gaine, that Ney ne lected many things 
might more haue prouailed for their gocd, which caused 
amongst tern nucit Weaknesse and mo rt ality, since the be- 
ginning of this uermine. 
~ Ar dlast it pleased Ged, but by what meanes it is not well 
knowne, to take them away: jiso much that the wilde cats 
and niany dogs that liued on them, were tamished, and ma- 
ny of them | leauing the woods, came dowie to their houses, 
and to sech places where they vse to garbish their fish, and 
became tame. Some haue attributed the destruction of them 
to the increase cf wid cats, but es is not likely they should 
be so suddenly encreased rather at that time, then foure 
veeres' befere; and the chiefe pecasion of this supposition 
was, because they saw some companies of them leaue the 
lues for want of food.

isa Countre ey rat her to aiiaht ae delight one, and how to 
describe a more bet speciacle of desolation. or more barren, 
I know not, yet ar these roc ky lies so furnished with good 
moods} 's Springs, psc Fish and Fowle, and the Sea the 
strangest Fish-pond | euer saw, that it makes me thinke, 
oe the coast be rocky and thus affrightable, the Vallies

Ha eee and then the country of the Mussachusits, w hich 
is the Paradice of all those pants for : ere are many Hes plant- 
ed with Corne, Groues, Mulberies, saluage Gardens and 
sood Harbours, the Coast is for the most part high clayie 
sanily cliits, the sea Coast as you passe shewes you “all alons 
large Corne fields, and great troupes of well proportioned 
people: but the French h 1auing remained here neere six 
weeks, left nothing for vs to take occasions to examine the 
Inhabitants nelutons: viz. Wf there be three thousand people 
vpoa those es, and that the River doth pierce many dates 
jourucy the entrailes of that Country: we found the peo} ple 
in those parts very kinde, but in their fury no lesse valiant. 
for vpon a quarrell we fought with forty or fifty of them, tii 
they had s spent all their Arrow es, and thea we tooke six or 
seuen of their Canowes, wich towards the eue ning the eV 
ransomed for Beuer skinnes, and at (uonahas it falling out 
there but with one of them, | he with three others crossed 
the Harbour in a Canow to certaine it whereby we must 
passe, and there let {he their Arrowes for our shot, till we 
were out cf danger, yet one of them was slaine, and another 

shot through his thigh. 

Then come you to Accomache an exec ellent good Harbour, 
evod land, and no want of any thing but industrious peop le: 
after much kindnesse, wee fought also with them, thou oh 
some were hurt, some slaine, vet within an houre after the y 
became friends. Cape “bie is the next presents it selfe, 
which 1s onely a hea ead of high huils, ouwer-growne with 
shrubby Pines, hurts and sach trash, but an excellent har- 
bour for all weathers. This Cape is made by the maine 
Sea onthe one side, and a great Bay on the otper in torme 
of a Sickell, on it doth inhabit the people of Paiwmet, and 
in the bottome of the Bay them of Chawuin: towards the 
South and South-west of this Cape, is found a long and dan- 
serous shoule of rocks and sand, but so farre as [ incercle d 
it, | found thirty fathome water and a strong currant, which

Consider what were the beginings 
and endings of the Monarchies of the Chaldeans, the Seti 
ans, the Grecians ane Romans, but this ene ru le: What was 
it they iene not doe for the goed er their common weale, 
or their mother Cit For example: /tome, what made ber 
such a Monarch 7 ae but onely the aduentures ef her youth, 
not in riots at bome, but in dangers abroad, and the instiee 
and iu encnt out of their experiences when they grew 
aged; what was the rume and hurt but this, the excesse of 
illenesse. the fondne se of parents, the want of experience 
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ie oo the admiration of their vndescrued honours. 
th é€ contempt of true m erit, their vniust leaiouses, their poli- 
fhe incredulities, their hypocriticall seeming goodnesse and 
heir deeds of secret lewdnesse; finally in fine, growing one-

worthily deseruc « them. | 

I would bee sorry to offend, or that any should mistake 
my honest meaning; for 1 wish good to all, ‘i urt to none: but 
rich men for the most part are growne to that dotage through 


their pride in their wealth, as t though there were no accident 


could end itor their life. 
And what hellish care doe such take to make it their owne 
nisery and their Countries spoile, especl ially when there is 
most need of their imploiment, drawing by all manner of 
inventions from the Prince and his honest Subiects, even the 
vitall spirits of their powers and estates: as it their bages or 
brags were so pow erfull a defence, the malicious could nos.

were onely to get weaith) Inttle con ceining the de ssperat re-

till it be able to creepe, to stand ‘and goe, and to encou- 
rage desert by all possible meanes; yet time enough to keepe 
IL fom running, for there is no nae it will grow too fast, or 
eucr to any thine, except libertiec, profit, honor, and prospe- 
ritie there found, more binde the Planters of those affaires in 
devotion to effect it; then bondage, violence, tyrannic, ingra- 
titude, and such double dealing, as bindes free men to be- 
come slaucs, and honest men turne knaues; which hath euer 
beene the ruine of the most popular Common-weales, and is 
very vnlikely cucr well to begin anew. 

Who seeth not what is tine, greatest good of the Spaniard, 
but these new conclusions In seienhene those vnknow tie 
parts of this vukuowne world; by which meanes he diues 
euen into the very scerets of all his neighbours, and the most 
part of the world: and when the Porlugals and Speucards 
had found the Hust and fWest-hidies, icine: many did con- 
demne themscelues, that did not accept of that honest oiter of 
Noble Columbus, who vpou our neglect brought them to it, 
perswading our fee the world li: id no such “places as they 
had apne and yet cucr since we finde, they still (from time 
to time) haue | Pane new Lands, new Nations, and Trades, 
and still daily doc finde, both in /Lsid, Africa, Terri incog- 
mita, and America, so me there is neither Souldicr nor Me- 
chanicke. from the Lord to the Begger, but those parts ae 
foords them all imploiment, and discharges their native soile 
of so many thousands of all sorts, that else by their sloth, 
pride, and CE ee would Ioue ere this haue troubled 
their nciahhours, r haue eaten the “pride of Spame itselte. 

Now hee knowes Atle that knowes not Mreland may well 
spare many more people then SPUN, and Is as well able to 
furnish them with all manner of necessaries; and seeing for 
all they haue, they cease not still to search fit that they haue 
not, and know not; it is strange we should be so dull, as 
not maintaime that which we haue, and pursue that we 
know: Surely, | am sure many would take it all, to be 
abridged of the titles ual honors of their predecessors: when 
if bint trily they would iudge themsclues, looke how interior 
they are to their Noble Wertngs; so muc h they are vnworthy 
of their honors and lings, witich neuer were ordained for 
shewes and shadowes, to maintaine idlenesse and vice, bat 
to wake them: more able to abound in honor, by Heroical 
deeds of action, indgement, pietie, and vertue. What was it 
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voth in their purse and person they would not doe, for the 
xood of their Commonwealth, which might moue them pre- 
eutly to sct out their spare children in these generous de- 
senes: tcligion aboue all things should moue vs, especially | 
the Clergic, if we are religious, to shew our faith by our 
works, in conuerting those poore Saluages to the knowledge 
of God, secing what paincs the Spaniards takes to bring 
them to their adulter ed faith. Lfonor might moue the Gen- 
uy, the valiant and industrions, aud the hope and assurance of 
Toate all, if we were that we would seeme, aud be accoun- 
ted; or be we so farre isterior to other Nations, or our spi- 
nits so farre deiected from our ancient predece ssors, or our 
mindes so vpon spoile, piracy, and such villany, as to serue 
the Portugall, Spaniard, Dutch, drench, or Turke, (as to 
the cost of Europe too many doe) rather then our God, our 
hing, our Country, and our selues; excusing our ‘dleneee 
and our base complai: nts by want of implonsent, when here 
“is such choice of all sorts, and for all degrees, in the planting 
aud discoucring these North parts of America. 
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My second voyage to New England, 


Inthe yeerc of Lond 1615.1w asimploicd by many my iriends 
of London and Sir Perdinando Gorges, anoble Naight, and 
a ereat fauourer of those actions, Who perswaded t the reuer- 
a Deane of veter Doctor Sutliffe, and divers Merchants 
of the West, to entertaine this Plantation. Mueh labour I 
had taken to bring the Londoners and them io ioyne toge- 
ther, because the Londoners haue most Money, and ‘the Wes 
lerne men are most proper for fishing: and itis necre as 
much trouble, but much more di anger, to saile from London 
to Plimoth, then from Planoth to New -fneland, so that halfe 
the volage W ould thus be saued, yet by no meanes l could 
preui ate. so desirous they were both to be Lords of this fish- 
ine.

Tus effect in briefe was this: being chased by one Fry 
an Longlish Pyrat, Edward Chambers the se tab John Mil- 
ler his Mate, Thomas Dt eby the Pylot, aud diuers others 
importuned him to yeeld; much swaggering wee had 
with them, more then the Pirats, Ww ho agreed vpor such faire 


conditions as we desired, which if they broke, he vowed to 


sinke rather then ae apused. strange they thought it, that 
of threescere tuns with to ure guns should stand vp- 
on such Hehe “eRe being eightie expert Sea-men, i all 
excellent ship of one bw ndred aud fortie tuns, and thirty six 
east Peeces and Murderers: But whea they eae our Cap- 
taine, so many of thera had beene his Souldiers, and they but 
lately runne from Znis, where they had stolne this ship, 
wcgtn victuall, and in combustion amongst themselues, 
would hate lhe ap ail to his protection, or watted vs aly 
whither: but those mutinies oecasioned vs to relect their ol- 
fer, which afterward weail repented. For at Fuad we me 
W i two rehele Pirats, the one of two hu: ndred tuns, tlic 
ther thirty: no disyrace would canse our mutiners fight. | 
the Captaine olleved to blew vp the ship rather then veer

eares we Went, and at 0 ist got cleere of them for all their 
shot.

Ywo moneths they kept me jn (iis manner to manage their 
bolus against the Spaniards, and bee a Prisoner when they 
tooke any English. Now though the Captaine had oft 
broke his promise, wich was to put me on shore the Iles, 
or the next ship ve tooke; yet at the last he was contented { 
should goe i tie Caruill of ugar for france, himselle 
seeming as.resolued to keepe the Seas, but the next moin- 
ing we all set saile for France, and that night we were scpa- 
rated from the Admerafl and the rich prise by a storme.—

caused vs take vp our lodging vnder a tree, where it rained 

six on sertien hours: the next morning as we wandred, we pass

of their Gins toa catch a Deere, and as we were looking at 
it, Bradford was suddenly caught by the leg in a noosed 
Ro pe, me de as artificially as ours; as we passed we sce a 


lease of Bucks, sprung some Partriges, and great flocks of 


wilde Geese and Ducks, and so we returned well wearied to 
Ourship. : 

Master Jones our Master with foure and thirty men, also 
went vp and downe in the frost and s now, two or three dates 
inthe extremity of the cold, but conid finde no harbour; only 
Amone tne old grades we got some. ten bushels of Come, 
Sonic Be anes and a bottle of Qile; and had we not thus hap- 

id it, we had no Corne for secde, so that place we 
ener Heenttid Corne-lills the next eh Aes fones with the 
Corne and our Weakest men returned to the ship, but eigh- 
teene of vs quartered there that ita and in the morning 
following the paths, we found in the Snow iva field a gre at- 
er hill or erane then the rest, digging it we found firsta Mat, 
vader that a boord three quarters long, painted and carued 
with three Tyns at the top like a Crouet, betweene the Mats 
also were Bowles, ‘Yraies and Dishes and such trash, at 
length we found a fatre new Mat, and vnder. that two bun- 
dles, the one bigger the other lessc; inthe greater we found 
a great quantity of fine red powder like a kinde of imbalme- 
ment. and yecided a strong but no oifensiue smell, with the 
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bones and skull of a man that hed fine yellow haire still on it, 
-and some of the flesh vne onnune a “Knife, a Pack-necdle, 
and two or three old Tron things was bound vp in a Sail- 
ers caliess Cassoc one also a paire of cloth Breeches: in the 
lesse bundle we found likewise cf the same powder, and the

bones and head of a ie ehilde; about the lees and other 
parts of it was beund strings and braslets of white beades. 
there was. also.a lmtle Bow, and some other odde knacks, 
the pretiest we tocke Gy ANGE | eouered ae aine the corps as the ‘y 
were: not farre frorm shaves were two of thetr houses, where 
Were a great deale ol igeir miserable houshoil stufic, which 
we left as wee found, and so returned to our Boat, and lay 
aboord os at night. 

Many arcuments we bad to make here cur Plantation or 
mot: i o luiriia, ilistiis OAite was breushe t 
young sonne, which was called Perigrine: and a Sule‘ 
shooting ata Whale, his peece flew tn peeces stocke and alt 
yet he had no hurt. A foolish boy discharging his fathers

Te antes this Co yuatrey of Vew-Lagland in like manner, | 
had al eight, as is said, and amongst their bruit conditions 
I met many of their silly encounters, and | giue God thankes, 
without any hurt atail to me, or any withinee. When your 
West-Countrev men were so wounded and to: mented with 
the Saluages, though they had all the Pol iticke directions 
that had beane gathered from alk the secret informations 
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eould: be heard oe ret they found litde, and returned with 
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nothing. J speak not this out of vaine-glory, as it may be 


some ee rs, or some who were neuer there may censure 
me; but to Ict all men be assured by those ex-mples, what 
those Saluages are, that thus straug vely doe murder anil he- 
tray our Countrey-men: but to tlie purpose; 

‘The Paragon with thirtic scien men sent to releeue them, 
miscaried twice vpon our English Lda vhereby they failed 
of their supplies. Ttis true, there hath beene taken one thou- 
sand Bases ata draugat; yeas ia one night twelue Hogsheads 
of Herrin gs: but when they wanted all necessaries both for

But m the peginnine of iuly came 
in two ships of Master //estons, though we much waated 
our selues, yei we releeued therm what we could: and to re- 
quite YS, they destroicd our Corne aud fruits then planted, 
and did what they could to haue done the like tovs. At 
last they Were transportec dto Michaguscusset at the Jdaussa- 
chusets, where they abused the § Saluages worse thenvs. We 
hauing neither Trade, mor scarce any thing remaining, God

sent in one Master Jones, a a ship of lVesions had be 
at Monahigan amougst the Fisher-men, that for Beuer 


wa 


skinnes and such Merchandize as wee rad, verv well refresh- 
s, though at deere rates. Weston left aso his mena 
Barke, and much good prouision, and so set saile for 
ivlwid. Then wee ioyned with them to trade to the 
Soutaward of Cape Cod, twice or thrice wee were forced to 
reiurne; first by the death of their Gouernor: then the sick- 
nesse of Captaine Standish. At last our Gouernor Master 

Biv iford vndertooke it bimselfe to haue found the passage 
betwixt the Shonles and the Maine, then Tusquantum our 
“Pilot died, so that we returned to the Mussachusets, where 
we found oe trade spoiled, and nothing but complaints be- 
oy int the Saluages and the Ene slish. At Naw set, we were 
kindly vsed and had good trade, thou; 2h we lost our Barve, 
the Saluages carefully kept bo th ber wi racke, and some ten 

Hogsheads of Corne three moneths, and so we returned some 
by land, some in the ship. ) 

Captain e Standish being recoucred, Went to fetch them 
both, and traded at Vemashet and Mo: vn: Where the peo- 
ple had the plague, a place much frequented with Dutch and 
French. tere the Sachem put a man to deati for killmeg his 
fellow at play, wherem they are so violent, they will play 


their coats from thelr backs, and also their wiues, though 
many mules from them. but our proutsion decaying, Sten- 
dish is seat to Mattachist, where they pretended their svonted 
Jouve; yet it plainly appeared they intended to kill him. Es- 
caping thence, wee went to Monomete, where we found 
nothing but bad countenances. Heare one JVethewamat a 
notable villaine, would boast ie many Wie neh and i iglish 
hee nad slaine: ‘This Champion presenting a Dagger to the 
Sachem Canacum he had got fromthe & nelisi, occasioned 
vsto vaderstand how they had contriued to murder all the 
Eselish ju the Land, but having such a faire opportuni 

they would begin heere with vs FP hem scorntull ysace sete 
the Capitaine so passionate to appe: ase his anger and choler,

Their Cattle, namely Oxen, Kine, Buls, they imagine to 
be about 2000.

CHAP. XXIII. 


of briefe discourse of divers voyages made cnto the 

goodly Countrey of Guiana, and the great River o 

the Amazons; relating also the present Planiation 

there. 

Ir is not unknowen how that most industrious and honour- 
able Knight Sir Waiter Ruuleigh, in the yeare of our Lord 
1595. taking the He of Trinidado, fell with the Coast of 
Guiana Northward of the Line ten degrees, and coasted the 
Coast; and searched up the River Oranoco: where uuader- 
Standing that twentie severall voyages had beene made by 
the Spanyards, i in discovering this Coast and River; to finde 
a passage to the great Citie of Mano, called by them the £/- 
dorado, or the Golden Citie: re did his utmost to.have tound 
some better satisfaction than relations: But meanes failiug 
him, hee leit his trustie servant francis Sparrow to seere it, 
who wandring up and downe those Countreyes, some foure- 
teene or fifteene yeares, unexpectedly returned: [ have heard 
him say, he was ‘led blinded into this Gitte by /udiuns; but 
little discourse of any purpose touching the largencsse of 
the report of it; his body seeming as a man of an uncurable 
consumption, shortly dyed oes atter in Englund. ‘There 
are above thirtie taire rivers that fall into the Sea, betweene 
the River of Amazons and Oranoco, which are some nine 
degrees asunder. 

fn the veare 1695. “aptaine Ley, brother to that uoble 
Knight Sir Olirer Ley, with divers others, planted himselfe 
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in the River JVeapoce, w Roan J should have beene a partie; 
buthee dyed, and there ¥ es buried, and the supply miscar- 
Frying. the rest esc cape das they could. 

Sir Thomas Roe, well knowen to be a most noble Gentle- 
man, before he weut Lord Ambassadour to the Great Mogoll 
or the Great Turke, spent a yeare or two upon this ee 
and about the River of the dinazones, whereini he most im- 
ployed Captaine Matthew Mortoa, an expert Sea-man in the 
discoverie of this famous River, a Gentlemen that was the 
first shot aud mortally supposed wounded to death, with me 
m Virginia, vet since hath beene twice with command in 
the Eust Indies: Also Captaine Jiidiiam White, and divers 
others worthy and industrious Gentlemen, both before and 
since, hath speut much time and charge to discover it more 
pertitly, but nothing more effected for a Plantation, till it 
Was unde taken by Uaptaine Robert Harcote, 1609. 

This worthy Gentleman, after he had by Commission 
made a ene rie to bis mince, left his brother Michael Har- 
cote, With some fiftie or sixtie men in the River Weapoco, 
and so presently returned to Lngland, where he cbtained by 
the favour of. Prince fen rte, a iarge Patent tor ail that Coast 
called Guiina, together with the famous River of Amazones, 
to him and his heires: but so many troubles here surprized 
him, though he did his best to nae: them, be was not able, 
only sone few hee sent over as passengers with certaine 
Dutch-men, bur to sinall purpose. Thus this businesse lay 
dead tor divers yeeres, tll Sir Walter Raulergh, accompani- 
ed with many valiant Souldiers and brave Gentlemen, went 
his last voyage to Guiana. amongst the which was Captaine 
foger North, brother to ihe Right Honourable the Lord 
Dudiey North, who upon this voyage having stayed and 
seene divers Rivers upon this Coast, tooke such a liking to 
those Countreyes, having had before this voyage more per- 
fect and pre actical information of the excellencie of the great 
Tiiver of the aAmazones above any of the rest, by certaine 
Kagishmen returned so rich from thence in eood commodi- 
ties, they would not goe with Sir Waiter Ruuleich in search 
of vold: that after his returne for England, he endevoured by 
his best AReene $10 intere st his Countrey and state in thuse 
faire Regiows, whiei by the way of! ‘letters Patents unto di- 


vers Noblemen and Genilemen of qualitie, erected into a 
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company % and perpetuitie for trade and plantation, uot know 
ing of the Interest of Captaine Harcote. 

Wi hereupon accompanied with 120. Gentlemen ae ouiers, 
with a ship, a pinnace and two shi Wlops, to remame in the 
Countrey, hee set saile from Plimouth the last of April 
1620, and within seven weekes after hee arrived well in the 
Amazones, only with the losse of one old man: some hun- 
dred leagues they ran up the River to settle his men. where 
the sight of the Countrey and people so contented them, 
that never men thought themselves more happie: pees 
fish and frish that had lived there some eight yeercs, caly 
supplyed by the Luten, hee reduced to bis company and to 
leave the Duteh- haying made a good voyage, to the y value 
of more than the charze, he returned to England with divers 
sood commodities, Wee. s ‘Febacco: So th: at it may well be 
conceived, that if this action had not beene thus crossed, the 
Genevalitie of Hngiand had by this tume beene wonne and 
encouraged therein. Dut the. time was not yet come, that 
God would have this great businesse effected, by reason of 
the great power the Lord Gundameore, Agihoctalour for the 
king of Spaine, had in Engiand, to crosse and ruine those 
proceedings, and So unfortunate Captamie iVerti was in this 
businesse, hee was twice commuted prisoner to the Tower, 
and the goods detained, till they were spoiled, who beyond 
all oe xers Was by much the greatest Adventurer and Loser. 

Notwithstanding all this, ‘those that he bed left in the 
Die would not abandou the Countrey. Capitaine Tho- 
mas Painton, a worthy Gentieman, his Licuteuaat dead.— 
Captaine Charles Pariser, brother to tue hignt Hesourable 
the Lord Morley, iived th 1e7e SIX yeares aiter: Wr. fokn Christ- 
mus, five yeares, so well, they would uot returze, alihough 
they might, with tee other Gent! e-men of qu alitie and 
others: all thus destitute of any supplyes irom ocland.— 
But all authoritie being dissolved, want of gor ernment did 
more wrong their proceedings, taan all ether crosses what- 
soever. Some releefe they had sometime from the Dutcn, 
who knowing their estates, gave what they pleased and toske 
What they list. Two brothers Genth “men, Chomus and 
William Hixon, who sta ae three yeares there, AT Gy OW 
gone to stay in the Amazons, int the ships lately sens thither. 

The businesse thus remaining in this sort, three private 
men leit of that Company, named Mr. Thomos MWarviner, 
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Tohn Rhodes, and Robert Bins, having lived there about two 
yeares, came for eae and to be free from the disorders 
that did grow in the Aimuzons for want of Government 
amongst their i ousiney- -men, and to be quiet amengst them- 
selves, made meanes to set themselves: out for St. Christo- 
phers; their whole number being but fifteene persons, that 
payed for their passage in as ship going for Virginia, where 
they remained a yeare before they were supplyed, and the: 
that was but foure or five men. Thus this [e, by the small 
beginning, having no interruption by their owne Countrey, 
hath new got the start of the Continent and maite Land of 
Guiana, which hati beene layd apart and let alone untill 
that Captaine North, evr watching his best opportunitie and 
advantae of time in the state, hath now againe pursued and 
set ov foot his former designe. Captaine Hurcote being now 
willing to surrender his grant, and to joyne with Captaine 
North, i in passing a new “Patent, and to erect a company for 
trade and plantation in the dmazons, and all the Coast and 
Countrey of Guiana for ever. W hereupon, they have sent 


this present yeare in fanuarie, and since 1628. foure ships 


with neere two hundred persons; the first ship with 112. 
raen not one miscarried; the rest went since, not yet heard 
of, and are preparing another with their best expedition: and 
since [anuarie is gone trom Holland, 100. English and [risi, 
conducted by the old Planters. 

This great River lieth under the Line. the two chiefe head 
lands North and ‘south, are about three degrees asunder, the 
mouth of it is so full cf many great and small Hes, it is an 
easie matter for an 4 Foci | Pilot to lose his way. It 
is held one of the g-eatest rivers in America, and as most 
men thinke, in the w orld: and commeth downe with sucha 
fresh, it maketh the Sea fresh more than thirtie miles from. 
the shore. Capitaine North naving seated his men about an 
hundred leagues in the Maine, scent Captaine Wham White, 


With thirte Gentlemen and others, ina pinnace of thirtic tun, 


to discover further, which they did some two hundred leagues, 
where they found the River to civide it selfe in two parts, 
till then all full of Hands, and a Countrey most healthful, 
pleafant and fruitiuil: for they pun food enough, and ail 1e- 
turned safe ard in good health: In this discoverie they saw 
many ‘Townes well inhabited, some with three hundred peo- 
ple, some with five, six, or seven hundred; and of some they 
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understocd to be of so many thousands, most differing rerie 


much, espectally in their languages: whereof tuey suppose 
by those Fnifians, they understand arc many bund: reds more, 
unfrequented till then by anv Christian, most of them starke 


naked, both men, women and children, but they saw not 


any such giant-like women as the Rivers name importeth. 
But for those where C aptaine North hath seated his company, 
it is not knowen where Jrdians were ever so kinde to any 
Nation, not sparing any paines, danger or Jabour, to feed 
and maintaire them. The En olish follow ig their buildings, 
fortifications and sugar-Wor kes: for which they have sent 
most expert men, and with them all chiles necessarie tor 
that peo to effect which, they want not the helpe of 
those kinde /ndians to produce; and many other good com- 
modities, which (God be will ere long make plame 
and “vp oc to this Kingdome, and all the Adventurers and 
Well-willers to this Plantation, to bee well worthy the che- 
rishing and following with all alacritie. 





CHAP: XXV. 


The beginning and proceedings of the new plantation 
of St. Christopher by Captaine Warner. 


Master Ralfe Merifield and others, having furnished this 
worthy industrious Gentleman, hee arrived at St. Christo- 
phers, as is said, with fifteene men, the 28. of Januarie, 1625. 
viz. William Tested, ohn Whedex. hen Bims, Mr. Benz- 
field, Sergeant Tones, Mr. Ware, William Royle, RKowland 
Gi uscucke Mr. Bond, Mr. Langle y, Mr. Weaver, Edward 
Warner their Captaines s sonne, and now Deputy-Governour 
ull his fathers rBbeitel Sergeant Aplon, one Sailer and a 
Cooke: At their arrivall they found three French-men, who 
sought to oppose Captaine Warner, and to set the dadians 
upon us: but at last we all became friends, and lived with 
the Jndians a moneth, then we built a Fort, and a house, 
and planting fruits, by pei rember we made a crop of Tobac- 
co; but upon the nineteenth of September came a Hericano 
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and blew it away, all this while we lived upon Cassads 
bread, Potatoes, Pisaiiaes, Pines, ‘Turtles, Guanes, ait a “fish 
pientie; for drinke wee had Nienobbie. } 

The 18. of March 1624. arrived Captaine Lefferson with 
three men passengers in the Hope-well of London, with some 
trade for the Indians, and then we had another crep of Lo- 
bacco, in the meane time the frenci had planted theinselre 
in the other end of the [le: with this crop Captaine anaes 
returned for ae September, 1625. 

in lis ebsence came ina. french pinnace, pie the com- 

mand of Alorsieur ~ iNVembe, that told us, the Indians had 
! 
that there were six Peryagoes, which are huge great trecs 
formed as your Canowes, but so laid ont on the sides with 
boords, they will seeme like a little Gally: six of those, with 
about foure or fire hundred st range fudians came vnto us, 
we bade them be gone, but they would not; whereupon we 
and the Freveh joyned together, aud upon the fifth of Ne- 
vember set upon them, and put them to flight: upon New- 
veares Even they came againe, found three Enghsh going 


about the He. whom they slue. 


Vntil the fourth of August, we stood upon our guard, 
living apon Ee spoile and did nothing. But now Captaine 
Warner arviving againe with neere an hundred people, then 
we fell to worke and planting as before; but upon the fourth 
of September, came such a Hericano, as blew downe all 

our houses, Toba co, and two Drams into the aire we know 
not Ww hither, drove two ships on shore that were both split; 
all ovr provision thus lost, we were very miserable, living 
onely on what we could get in the wilde woods, we made a 
small 3 party of #resch and English to goe aboord for provi- 
sion, but in taeir returning home, eight French men were 
slaine in the barbour. 

Thus wee continued till neere June that the Tortels came 
came in, 1627. bet the /reneh being hike to starve, sought to 
surprize us, and ail the Cassado, Potatos, and Tobaece we 
had planted, but we did pier entthem. ‘The 26. of October, 
came in Captaine Filliam Smith, in the Hope-well, with 
SOME Ordnance, shot and powder, from the Earle of Carlile; 
with Cantaine Pelham and thirty men. about that time also 
came ti he Piow; also a smal Sip of Hristow, with Capitaine 
IVarners wite, and six or seven women more. 
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Vpon the 25 of Nov eraber, the Jndrans set upon nh 
French, f i0r SODLG Lapury é 2 out t teu Woimell. and slew SIX and 
twentie French men, five English and three Judians. "Vheir 
Weapons are bowes and arrowes; rae bowes are never bent, 
but the string lies flat to the bow; their arrowes a small reed, 
foure or five foot long, headed some with the poysoned suing 
of the taile ofa Stingray, some with iron, some with wood, 
but all so poysoned, that if they draw but bloud, the hurt is 
incurable. | 

‘The next day came im Ca rptaiue pe Saltonstall, a 
young Gentleman, son of Sir Samuell S altonstall, who brought 
with bim good store of al ronan ein to reieeve the plan- 
tation; ae by reason some /fod/enders, and others, had bin 
there lately before him, who carried away with them all the 
‘Tobacco, he was forced to put away all his commodities 
upon trust till the next crop; ia the meane time hee breplved 
there to. stay, and 1 ploy himsei 2 and his company in plant 
img Tobacco, hoping thereby :3 taake a voyage, but before 
he could be heel to returne fer grand, a Hericano hap- 
ning, his ship was split, to his greet iosse, being sole Mer- 

chant and owner himselfe, notwithstan: ling forced to pay to 
the Governour, the filt part of his ‘Tobacco, and for franeht to 
England, three pence a pound, and nine pence a pound cus- 
tome, which anounts rooet ther to more than three score pound 
in the hundred pound, to the great discouragement of him 
and many others, that interded well to those ‘plautatious.— 
Neverthelesse he is Gone againe this present yeare 1629, 
with a ship of about three huadred tunnes, and very neere 
two hundred people, with Sir William Tuffton Governour 
for the Barbados, and divers gentlemen, and all manner of 
commodities fit for a plantation. 

Captaine Prinne, Captame Stone, and divers others, came 
in about Christmas; so that this last yeare there hath beene 
about thirtie saile of English, French, and Dutch ships, and 
all the fidians torced out of the He, tor they had done much 
mischiete amongst the french, | in cutting their throats, burn- 

ing their houses, and spoyliag their Tobacco; amongst the 
rest Tegramund, a little childe the Kings sonne, his parents 
being slaine, or fled, was by great chance saved, and caretully 
brought to Encland by Master Maniiuld, who brought him 
from the ‘ace, and bringeth him up as bis owne children, 
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It lyeth seventeenc degrees Northward of the line, about 
an hundred and tw enty leagues from the Cape de tres Pui- 
tas, the neerest maine onl ie America, itis about eight 
leagues 1 in leagth, and foure in bredth; an fland amongst 100. 
Hes in the [Vest Indies, called the Caribes s, where ordina rily 
ailthem that frequent the Vest Indies, refresh hepaely es; 
those most of them are roc ky, little, and motintainous, vet 
fregaented with the Canibals: many of them inhabited, as 
Sait Domingo, Saint Mattalin, Saint Lucia, Saint Vee 
Granada, and Jlerearita, to the $ southward: Northward, 
none bat Sant Christophers, and it but lately, yet they will 
be ranging Herigalania, Guardalupo, Deceado, Monserat, 
Antigua, ecis, Bernardo, ° Saint Martin, and Sar it Bariho- 
omew, but the worst of the foure Iles ‘as ssed by the Span- 
yard, as Portorico or famica, is better than them all; as for 
Aispaniola, aud Cuba, they are worthy the tide of tsvo rich 
Kingdomes, the rest not “respected by the Spanyards, tor 
want of harbors, and their better choice of good land, aud 
profit iu the maine. But Captame /farner, having beene 


very familiar with C vaptaine Pe witon, in the dimazon, hearing 


his information of this St. Christophers; and having made a 
yeares iryall, as it is sai), ret un ne for Lnglend, ioyuing 
with Master Merifiedd, and his triends, got Letters Perene 
from King James, to plant a possesse if.) Since then, the 
Right Honourable the Earle of Cari: Hes hath gol Letters 
Pattents also, not only of that, but all the Caribes tles about 
it, who is now chiefe Lord ot ‘th em, oe the Anglish his ten- 
ants, that doe possesse them; over W hom he appointeth such 
Gorernours and Officers; as their affaires require; and al- 
though there be a great custome impose -d upou them, consi- 
derin. « their other charges, both to feed and maintaine them- 
selves; yet there is there, Hee now a gong, neere upon the 
number of three housand people; where by reason of the 
rockinesse and thicknesse of the w oods | in the Ile, it as difn- 
cult to passe, and such a snuite of the Sea gocth ou the shore 
ten may better defend, than fitty assault. In this [le ne 
many springs, but yet water is scarce againe in many places; 
the valleyes and sides of the hills very fertile, but the moun- 
taiues harsh, and of a sulphurous composition; all overgrowne 
with Pulinetas, Cotten wees; Lignwm vite, and div ers other 
sorts, but none tke auy i Chin tendoine, except those car- 
ried thither; the aire very pleasant and healthfull, but 
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exceeding hot, yet so tempered with coole breaths, it 
scemes very temperate to them, that are a httle used to its 
-the trees being alw aes: greene, the dates aad nights alvayes 
very neere equal in length, alsvayes Summer; only they 
have ii in their seasons great gusts and runes, aud sometimes a 
Hericano, which is an overgrowne, and, a most. violent 
storme: 

In some of those Hes, are cattell, goats, and hogges, but 
here none but what hoy must carr y Guanes they have, 
which isa Httle harmelesse beast, like a Crokadell, or Aliga- 
tor, very fat and good meat, she layes ecees in aie sand, as 
doth the land Crabs, which ee here in abuudance, like ce 
nies in Boroughs, uulesse about May, when they come downe 
to the Sea side, to lay in the sand, asthe other; and all their 
egges are hatched | »y the heat of the Sanne. 

“From May to September they have good store of Tortas- 
sés, that come out of the Sea to lay their egges in the sand, 
and are hatcied as the other; they will lay halfe a pecke at 
atime, and neerea b hae ere they have done; and are round 
dike ae balls: this fishis tke veale in taste, the fat of a 
brownish colour, re ays good and wholsome. We seeke them 
in the nights, where we finde them on shore, we turne them 
upon their backs, till the next day we fetch them home, jor 
they can never returne themselves, being so hard a cart may 
goe over them; and so bigze, one will suffice forty or fifty 
mento dinner. Divers sorts of other fish they have in abun- 
dance, and Prawnes most great and excellent, but none will 
keepe sweet scarce twelve houres. 

Birds.—The best and greatest is a Passer Flaminga, which 
walking at her length is as tall as a man; Pigeons and Turtle 
Doves in abu ndance: some Purvots, wilde Mawk kes, but di- 
vers other sorts of ood Sea fowle, ‘whose names we know 
not. 

Cassado is a root planted in the ground, of a wonderfull 
increase, and will make ve ry good white bread, but the luyce 
ranke poyson, yet boyled, better than wine; /vtutos, Cub- 
bages and fiadish plenty. | 

Mayes, like the Virginia wheat; we have Pine-apples, 
neere so bigge as an Harticboeke, but the most daintiest taste 
of any fruit; fT tits, an excelle at and a most lucreasing 
fruit; Apple es, Prickel: Peares, and Pease, but dilteriag all 
frony ours. There is Pepper that croweth ina litle red 
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_huske, as bigge as a Walnut, about foure inches in length, . 


but the long cods are small, and much stronger, and better 
for use, than t] rat from the East Indies. There is two sorts 
of Cotten, the Silke Cotten as in the East Indies, groweth 
dipon a smail stalke, as good for beds as downe; the other 

upon a shrub and bearet h acod | bigger than a W alnut, full 
of Cotten wooll: Anotto also groweth upon a-shrub, with a 
cod like the other, and mine or ten on a bunch, full of Anot- 
to, very good for Dyers, though wilde; Sugar Canes, not 
tame, 4. or 3. foot high; also Masticke, and Locus trees; 
ereat and hard timber, Gourds, Muske Melons, Water Me- 
Tons, Lettice, Parsly; all places naturally beare purslaine . 
of it selfe; Sope- -berries like a Musket bulle t, that wash- 
eth as white as Sope; in the middle of the roct is a thing 

ike a sedge, a very good fruit, we call Pengromes; a Pap- 
paw Is as great as an apple, coloured like an Orange, and 
good to cats asmall hard nut, like a hazell nut, growes 
close to the round, and like this growes on the Palmetas, 
which we calla Mucca nut; Blustard-seed will eraw, toa 


great tree, but beares no seed, yet the leeves will make good 


mustard; the Mancinell tree the fruit is poyson; good figs Tt 
abundance; but the Palmeta serveth to build Forts and hou- 
ses, the leaves to cover them, and many other uses; the 
iuyce We draw from them, till we sucke them to death, (is 
held restorative) and the top for meat doth serve us as Cab- 
bage; but oft we want poudered Beete, and Bacon, and ma- 
ny other needfull necessaries.

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CHAP. XXVI. 
Lie first planting of the Barbados. 
Yue Barbados lics South-west and by South, an hundred 


leagues from Saint Christophers, threescore leagues \vest 
and South from 7% inidude, and some fourescore leagues 
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trom Cape de Salinos, the next part of the maine. The first 
planters brought thither by Captaine Henry Powel, were 
forty inglish, with seven or et ieht Negros; then he went to 
Disecuba in the maine, where he got thirty Indians, men, 
women, and children, of the Arawacos, enemies both to the 
ee and the pues, The Ile is most like a triangle, 
each side forty or fifty miles square, some excceding great 
rocks, but the most part exceeding good ground; abounding 
with < um infinite anit r of Swine, some < urtles, and many 
sorts of excellent fish; many great ponds wherein is Dt ucke 
and. Mallatd; excellent clay for pots, wood and stone for buil- 
ding, and a spring ueere the middest of the Ile of Bitume, 
which is a liquid mixture like “Parre, that by the great raines 
falls from the tops of the mountaines, it floats upon the wa-- 
ter in such abnndance, that drying up, it remaines like great 
rocks of pitch, and as good as pitch for any use. 

The Mancinell apple, is of a most pleasant sweet smell, 
of the bignesse of a Crab, but ranke poyson, yet the Sivine 
and Birds have wit to shun it: great. store of exceeding creat 
Locus trees, two or three fadeine about. of a great height, 
thac beareth a cod full ef meale, will make bread in tine of 
necessity. A tree like a Pine, beareth a fruit so great asa 
Muske Melon, which hath alwayes ripe fruit, flowers or 
greene fruit, which will retresh two or three men, and very 
eorortable; Plumb trees many, the fruit great and yellow, 
wrich but strained into water in foure and twenty houres 


will be very good drinke; wilde figge trees there are many; 


all those fruits doe fat the hogges, yet at some times of the 
yeare they are so leane; as carrion; Gwane trees beare a fruit 
so bigge as a Peare, good and wholsome; Palmetaes of 
three severall sorts: Pap: awes, Prickle Peares good to eat or 
make drinke; Cedar trees very tall and great; Fusticke trees 

are very great and the wood yellow, eood for dyi ing; sope ber- 
ries, the ee nell so bigge as a ‘sloe, ; and good to eat; Pumpeons 
in abundance; Goads [gourds] so great as will make good 
great bottles, and cut in two peeces ‘wood dishes ane platters; 
many small brooks of very good water: Ginni ie Cas- 
sado, Pines and Plantaines; all things we there plant doe 
crow exceedingly, so well as ‘Tobacco; the corne, pease, 
and be: anes, cut but away the stalke, young sprigs will grow, 

and so beare truit for many yeeres ‘tovether, without apy 
more planting: the He is overgrowne with wod or great 
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reeds, those wods which are soft are exceeding light and 
fall of pitch, and those that are hard, are so har d and creat, 
they are as hard to cut as stone. 

Master lohn Powell came thither the fourth of August 
1627. with forty five men, where we stayed three weeks 


and his sonne fohw Powell for bis Deputy, as Governour; 
but there have beene so many openers amongst them, i can- 
not from so mary variable relations give you any certalty 
for their orde:ly Government: for all those plenties, much 
misery they nave endured, in regard of their weaknesse at 
their landing, and long stay without supplies; therefore those 
that goe thither, it were good they carrie eood provision with 
them; but the He 3s most healthfull, and all things planted 
doe increase abundantly: and by this time there 1s, and now 
a going, about the number of fifteene or sixteene hundred 
people. 

Sir William Curtiae, and Captaine lohn Poweil, were the 
first and chiefe adventurers to the planting this fortunate 


“le; which had beene oft frequen ied by men of Warre to 


tefresh themselves, and set vp their shailo ops; beimg so farre 
remote from the rest of the Iles, they never were troubled 
with any of 4g Indies. Harbours they have none, but ex- 


eceding good Rodes, which with a small charge might bee 


very W ell fortified; it doth ebbe and flow foure or five foor, 
and they cannot perceive there hath ever beene any Herica- 
no in that Lie.

CHAP... XXVH. 


The jivst plantation of the Lie of Mevis. 


Because [ have ranged and lived amongst those Hands, 


what my authcars cannot tell me, | thinke wt no gre: ut errour 


in helping them to tell ir my selfe. Tn this litte of levis. 
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more than twenty yeares agoc, I have remained a good time 
together, to v od, and water and refresh my men; it is all 
woddy, but by the Sea side Southward there are sands lke 
downes, where a thousand men may quarter themselves con- 
veniently: but in most places the wed growcth close to the 
Water side, at a high water marke, and in some places so 
thicke of a soft spungy wood like a wilde figge tree, you 
cannot get through it, but by making your way with hatch- 
ets, or fauchions: whether it was the dew of those trees, or 


of some cthers, | am not certaine, but many of ous men be- 


came so tormented with a burning swelling all over their 
bodies, they seemed like scalded men, and neere mad with 
paine; here we found a great Poole, wherein bathing them- 
selves, they found re ease; and finding it fed with a plea- 
sant smail streame that came out of the w oods, we found the 
head halfe a mile within the land, distilling from a miaity of 
rocks, by which they were well cured in two or three dayes. 
Such factions here we bad, as commouly attend such voyages 
that a paire of gallowes was made, but Captaine Smith, for 
whom they were intended, could not be perswaded to vse 
them; but not any one of the inuénters, but their lives by 
justice fell into his power, to determine of at iis pleasure, 
whom with much mercy he faroured, that most basely and 
unjustly would have betrayed him. 

The last yeare, 1628. Master Littleton, with some others 
got a Pattent of the Karle of Cariile, to ph the fle called 
the Barbados, thirty leagues Northward of Saint Christo- 
phers; which by report of their informers, and undertakers, 
for the excellencie, and Be Sones thereof, they called 
Duleina, but w hen they came. there, they found it such a 
barren rocke, they left itr alt hough they were told as much 
before, they would not beleeve it, perswading themselves, 
those contradicters would get it for themselves, was thus by 
their cunning opinion, the ‘deceiver of themselves; for seeing 
it lie conveniently for their purpose in a map, they had not 
patience to know the goodnesse or badnesse, the inconveni- 
ence nor probabilities of the quality, nor quantity; which er- 
rour doth predominate in both of our home-bred adventurers, 
that will have all things as they conceit and would have it; 
and the more they are contradicted, tue more hort they are; 
but you may see by many examples in the generall history, 
how difficult a matter it is, to gather the truth trom amongst 
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so many forren and several relations, except you have ex- 
ceeding good experience both of the Counties: people and 
their conditions: and those ignorant undertal kings, have beens 
the greatest hinderance of all those plant aeiaiial 

At last because they would be absolute, they came to Me- 
vis, a Sittle le by Saint Christophers; where they seated 
thenmacls es, well furnished with all necessaries, being about 
the number of an hundred, and since increased to an hundred. 
and fifty persons, whereof many were old planters, of Saint 


Christophers, especially Master atnthoiny Ttinton, and Master 


faicard Lo: son. Bu t because all these Iles for most part 
are so capable to produce, and in nature like each other. fet 
this discourse serve for the description of them all. "Fhus 
raach concerning those plan fAtiOns, Wil ott now after Alt this 
time, losse, and charge. should tuev be abandoned, suppres- 
sed, and dissolyed, were most ee mk sutable; and surely seeing 
they all strive so much ubort this Tobacco, and that the 
fraught thereui, ae oiler charges are so gre oe and so open 
to any enemie, by that commodity they cannot long subsist. 
And itis a wonder to me to see eachuniractes Geniechiefes 
in Wen, How | rye ale the y pursue tO dispossesse the pia nre4rs 
of the 3S saine of hrist ic SUS, yet Say tpey are Chiisiia 10S, 
when so much of ~~ world Is “unpossessed; yea, and better 


and thaa they so mech strive for, murthering so many Chris- 


tians, burning and spoiling so many cities, villages, and 
Countries, ands subverting so many kingdowes, when so 
much jieth vest, or only ie ‘d by a few poore Savages, 
shat more serve the Devil! for feare, than God for loves whose 
ignorance Wwe pretend io pee ripe, buat couetousnesse, nur. 
mours, ambition. faction, and pride, hath so many istru- 
we ents, we performe very little to any purpose; nor is there 
either henour er profit to be got by any that are so vile, to 
undertake the subversion, or hit nderance of any honest ii- 
tended christian plantation. < 

Now to conclude the travels and adventures of Captaine 
Snir: how frst he planted Virginia, and was sent ashore 
with about an hundred men in the wilde w oods; how he 
was taken prisoner by the Savages, by the King of Pamaunke 


. tied to atree to i shot to death, led up and downe their 


Country to be shewed for a wonder; fatted as be aha 
for w saerit ce for their Idoll, before whom they conjarca 
him three dayes. with strange dances and invocations, ‘hon 
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brought him before their Emperor Powhatan, that comman- 
ded him te be slaine; how his daughter Pocahentas saved 
his life, returned him to fies towne, releeved him and his 
famished company, which was but cight and thirty to pos- 
sesse those large dominions; how he discovered all the seve- 
rall nations,-upon the rivers falling Ne the Bay of Chisa- 
neucke; stung neere to deat with a most. poysoneg taile of 
a fish. called Stingray: how i Rey out of his Country 
tooke the kings of “Panaunice and Paspahegh prisoners, forc- 
ed thirty nine of those kings to pay him contrib yutioa, sub- 
jected all the 
owder, and returned i Lingland to be cured. 

Also how he brought our new England to the sul jection 
ef the kingdome of creat Britaine; bis nehts with the

ship ran from him: his S Sea-hents forthe #rench against the

CHAP. XXVIII. 


Phe bad life qualities and conditions of Pyrats; and 
how they taught the Turks and Moores to beeome 
men of wurre. 


As in all lands where there are many people, there are 
some theeves, so in all Scas much frequented, there are some 


pyrats; the most ancient within the me1wory of threescore 
yeares was one Callis, Who most refreshed thiniselfe upon 
the Coast of Wales; Clinton and Pirroser vis Companions, 
who grew famous, till Gueene me Det

much sought for as they, yet such a friend to his Country, 
il 


that discovering the Spanish Armado, rolunte 

Plimouth, yeelded hi mselfe freely Hs ae reel! er 
gave him notice of the Spaniards comming; which cood 
warning eame so happily and unexpectedly, that he had his 
pardoa, and a good reward; some few Pirats there then re- 
mained; notwithstanding it is incredible how many great 
and rich prizes the little cir of the West Country daily 
brought home, tn regard of tl relt small charge; for there are 
so many difficulnes ina sreat Navy, by wind and weather, 
victuall, sicknesse, losing” and finding one another, they sel- 
dome defray alte the char ge: but for the grace, sti ite, and 
defence of the Coast and narrow Seas Ss, agreat Navy is most 
necessary, but not to attempt any farre voyage, except there 
be such a competent stocke, they want not w Hepewath to 


furnish and sunply all things with expedition; but to the 


sUTpose. 
: After the death of our most gracious Sua Ehzabeth, 
-of blessed memory, our Royall ‘King fames, who from his 
nfaney had reigned in peace with all Na niiohs: had no im- 
ploy: nent for those men ‘of w arre, So that those that Were rich 
rested with that they had; those that were poore and had 


-pothine but from hand to mouth. turned Pirats; some, because 


they became sleighted of those for whom taey had got mach 
wenlth; some, for that they could not get their due; some, 
that had lived bravely, would not abase themselves to pover- 
ty; some vainly, only to get a name; others for revenge, co- 
yetousnesse, or as ll: and as they fouad themselves more 
and more. eppre ssed, their passions increasing with discon- 
tent, made them turne Pirats. 

Now because they grew hatefull to all Christian Princes, 
they retired to Barbary, where although ts be not many 
voou ee Dit ‘unis, Angier, Sally, Memora, and Ti- 
fuane, there are many convenicat Rodes, or the open Sea, 
Which 1s their Blaic fe Lordship: For their best harbours 
Massaiqueber, ihe rownes of Oran, Medlila, 1 anger, and Cu- 
ta, within the Sills ta are possesser d by the Spaniards; 
without the Streights they have also Arzedda, and Jlazagan; 
Mamora Nec Waee they have lately takea, and fortitied.— 
Oe oe poore Paoiish sailer, and Dansker a Dutchian, 
mde ies nae ns Big ts, When fe oe s Kaew sc urce 
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but Easton got so much, as made himselfe a Marquesse in 
Savoy; and fVard lived like a Bashaw -in Barbary; those 
were the first that taueht the Moores to be men of w TC .—— 


Gennings, Harris, Tompson, and divers others, were taken 


in Ireland, a Coast they much frequented, and died at IV up 


ping. Lewes, Bough, Snith, Cie, Ellis, Collins, 
‘Sawkwell, WWollistone, Barrow, Wilson, ie ae divers 
others, all these were Captaines amongst the Pirats, whom 
King James mercifully pardoned; and was it not strange, a 


few of these should command ae Seas. Notwithstanding 
the Malteses, the Pope, Fiorentines, Genoeses, French, Dutch,

and Englisi, Gallies, and Men of W arre, they w ottd rob be- 
fore their faces, and even at their owne Ports, yet seldome 
more than three, foure, five or six ina Fleet: many Unies 
they had very good ships, and well manned, but commoniy 
In such factions amongst Saas and so riotous, quarte L- 
lous, treacherous, blasphemous, and py enoae it is more than 
a wonder they could so long continue, to doe so much mis- 
chiefe; and all they got, they basely consumed it amongst 
flewes, Turks, Moores, and whores. 

The best was, they could seldome goe to Sea, so long as 
they could possibly ‘live on shore, being compiled of Lan- 
ghish, French, Dutch, and Moores, (but very few Spanyards, 
or /tahans) commonly runaing one from another, till they 
became so disjoy nted, disordered, debawched, aad miserable. 
that the Turks and Aloores beganne to command ‘them as 
slaves, and force them to istruct them in their best skill. 
which many an accursed runnagado, or Christian turned 


. Turke did, ull they have made those Sele men, or Jvores 


of Barbury so powerlull as they be, to the terror of all the 
Straights, and many times they teks purchase mn the mainc 
Ocean, yea solnetimes even in the narrow Seas in Hagdand, 
and ee are the most crucll villaines in Turkie, or Burbi- 
rie; whose natives are very noble, and ef good natures, in 
comparison of them. 

To conclude, the miscry of a Pirate (although many are 
as sufficrent Scamecn as any) yet in regard of lis supe riluity, 
you shall finde it such, that any wise man would rather live 
amongst wilde beasts, than them; therefore let all unadvised 
persons take heed, how they entertaine that quality; and 
could wish Merchants, Gentlemen, and all scrters forth © 
SHIps, not to pee spar le ofa competent pay, nor truce passive He:

for neither Souldiers nor Sea-men cain live without meanes: 
but necessity will force them: to steale: aud when they are 
once a 2d into that trade, they are hardly reclaimed.— 
Those titles of Sea-men and Souldiers, have beene most 
worthily honoured and esteemed, but -now regarded fo: 


--most part, but as the scumme of the world; regaine there- 


fore your wonted Teputations, and endevour -rather to ad- 

venture to those faire plaz rtations of our English Nation; 
which however in the be sinning were scorned and contemned, 
‘et now you see how many ‘rich and gallant people come 
from thence, who went thither as poore as any Souldier oi 
Sailer, and gets more in one yeare, than you ‘by Piracie in 
seven. i intreat you theretore to consider, how, many thou-
